The  Board  of  Selectmen  began  the  year  2004,  with  a renewed  pledge  to  improve  the 
economic  well  being  and  the  quality  of  life  for  the  residents  of  Fairhaven,  while  still 
attempting  to  maintain  Fairhaven ’s  financial  stability.  During  2004,  the  Town  was  for- 
tunate in  maintaining  its  commercial  base.  All  stores  are  occupied  and  the  ATT  building 
was  sold  and  the  new  owner  is  adding  tenants  and  jobs.  The  Town  is  considered  well  man- 
aged and  retired  the  last  of  its  General  Fund  debt  during  fiscal  year  2005.  The  year  2004 
was  the  tenth  consecutive  year  without  General  Fund  borrowing.  This  was  accomplished 
through  the  efforts  of  Town  Meeting  Members,  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Town  bud- 
geting officials.  Fairhaven  has  made  and  will  continue  to  make  building  and  infrastructure 
improvements  that  it  can  afford. 

During  the  past  few  years,  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts  have  faced  extreme  finan- 
cial constraints,  primarily  due  to  the  slow  down  in  the  National  economy  and  cutbacks 
by  the  State.  The  State’s  budgetary  problems  have  adversely  impacted  the  Town’s  ability 
to  make  Capital  Improvements  and  improve  the  salary  and  wages  of  Town  employees. 
During  the  past  two  years,  the  State  has  reduced  local  aid  by  $700,000.  eliminated  grants 
and  other  programs  for  cities  and  towns,  frozen  the  lottery  money  and  added  extra  costs  by 
raising  all  types  of  fees  to  the  Town  and  its  residents.  While  Fairhaven  was  able  to  absorb 
the  cutbacks  in  local  aid,  the  continuation  of  level  funded  State  Aid  and  increase  in  operat- 
ing expenses  has  resulted  in  the  reduction  of  capital  improvements  to  buildings,  reduction 
in  equipment  purchasing  and  the  level  funding  of  department  budgets.  To  date,  the  Town 
has  been  able  to  maintain  personnel  and  service  levels  for  residents.  Unfortunately,  due  to 
the  spiraling  increases  in  the  cost  of  electricity,  heating  fuel,  gasoline  and  other  fixed  line 
items  expenses;  continued  level  funding  is  not  possible.  The  lack  of  additional  state  aid, 
which  accounts  for  30%  of  the  Town’s  budget,  will  result  in  a possible  reduction  of  service 
levels  and  personnel  during  fiscal  year  2006. 

The  year  2004  began  very  cold  with  little  snow.  The  prolong  cold  wave  resulted  in  soar- 
ing heating  oil  and  natural  gas  prices  which  impacted  all  department  budgets.  Gasoline 
prices  also  rose  rapidly  and  crested  at  over  $2.00  per  gallon  by  Spring,  an  increase  of  more 
than  50%. 

A Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  February  11,  2004.  The  highlighted  article  was  a 
vote  to  approve  $23  million  to  build  a new  475  student  East  Fairhaven  Elementary  School 
to  be  located  behind  the  present  school.  The  Town  Meeting  vote  was  subject  to  a debt 
exclusion  vote  at  a special  Town  Election.  Unfortunately,  the  debt  exclusion  was  voted 
down.  It  is  believed  that  the  major  reason  was  the  lack  of  70%  funding  commitment  by  the 
State.  Ironically,  in  December  a written  notice  was  received  indicating  that  the  State  would 
fund  the  project  in  2007.  Hopefully  during  2005,  the  construction  of  a new  East  Fairhaven 
School  will  begin. 
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The  Annual  April  Election  returned  Mr.  Winfred  Eckenreiter  to  the  Selectmen’s  Office 
for  a third  term.  Mr.  Eckenreiter  was  unopposed. 

The  Spring  was  dominated  with  the  invasion  of  Iraq  by  American  forces  and  the  over 
throw  of  the  Saddam  Hussein’s  Government. 

The  May  Annual  Town  Meeting  consisted  of  level  funded  budgets.  The  Town  Meeting 
Members  did  vote  $200,000.  to  replace  the  antiquated  Fire  Alarm  Systems  at  the  Wood  and 
Hastings  School,  $80,000.  to  replace  the  Board  of  Public  Works  roof  and  other  repetitive 
articles.  Town  Meeting  also  voted  $50,000.  to  participate  in  acquiring  land  and  develop- 
ment rights  in  Rochester  to  protect  the  Town  Water  Supply  in  the  Mattapoisett  River  Basin. 
The  members  also  approved  the  Community  Preservation  Act  article,  which  is  subject  to 
a Town  election  vote  in  the  2005  April  Election.  If  approved,  an  additional  2%  real  estate 
tax  will  be  assessed  on  values  over  $100,000.  The  money  raised  will  be  used  to  purchase 
property  to  limit  future  development;  the  preservation  of  open  space;  rehabilitation  and 
restoration  of  historic  resources;  and  land  for  recreational  use  and  community  housing. 

The  major  articles  were  the  creation  of  a water  district  with  Marion,  Mattapoisett  and 
Rochester  and  a vote  to  approve  the  construction  of  a water  treatment  plant  in  Mattapoi- 
sett to  remove  iron,  manganese  and  other  objectionable  elements  from  the  drinking  water. 
By  joining  together  to  build  one  plant,  the  Towns  will  save  $3-5  million  in  construction 
costs  and  reduce  operating  expenses.  By  combining  the  water  resources  in  the  Mattapoisett 
Valley,  each  Town  will  be  interconnected  with  each  other  to  provide  the  highest  water  qual- 
ity possible,  while  providing  emergency  water  supplies  during  droughts.  In  December,  the 
four  towns  received  notification  that  this  water  treatment  plant  scored  the  second  highest 
in  the  State  and  will  be  eligible  for  a 2%  loan.  Construction  should  begin  in  2006  and  be 
completed  in  2007. 

During  the  Summer  months,  the  bike  path  extension  to  Litrie  Bay  was  completed.  This 
scenic  path  winds  its  way  through  a heavily  wooded  area  off  Arsene  Street  and  contains 
a breath  taking  view  of  Little  Bay  ending  at  the  boat  ramp  where  a picnic  area  has  been 
constructed.  This  $400,000.  project  was  paid  for  by  the  State  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  of 
Fairhaven. 

During  the  year,  both  the  Nancy  Street  area  of  the  north  end  and  a portion  of  Sconticut 
Neck  witnessed  the  completion  of  sewer  mains.  More  than  500  homes  in  the  Sconticut 
Neck  area  will  be  allowed  to  tie  into  public  sewer  beginning  in  March  2005.  Both  of  these 
projects  will  go  a long  way  in  cleaning  up  the  problem  with  failed  septic  systems. 

The  late  Fall  was  dominated  with  the  Atlas  Tack  Superfund  site.  During  the  Spring,  it 
was  announced  by  Senator  Kennedy  and  Representative  Frank  that  $1.8  million  had  been 
approved  to  remove  the  dilapidated  buildings  on  the  Tack  site.  The  Atlas  Tack  owners 
sued  EPA  to  stop  the  demolition.  EPA  sued  Atlas  Tack  to  recover  costs.  Atlas  Tack  sued 
the  Town  of  Fairhaven  for  part  of  the  cleanup  cost.  An  out  of  court  settlement  was  reached 
during  December  and  final  details  and  hopefully  the  removal  of  the  dilapidated  buildings 
will  begin  in  2005. 
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During  2004,  a Town  wide  revaluation  of  the  Town  properties  was  completed.  The 
Town’s  total  valuation  has  doubled  in  the  last  five  years.  The  Town’s  current  value  is  $1.85 
billion.  The  tax  rate  for  residential  property  dropped  to  $8.35/  1000  and  the  commercial 
rate  dropped  to  $16.60/  1000  of  value. 

The  year  ended  with  the  Town  facing  financial  problems.  Limited  State  Aid,  combined 
with  increasing  fixed  costs  and  a School  Department  deficit  will  all  contribute  to  problems 
with  balancing  the  FY  06  budget. 

Many  capital  improvements  need  to  be  done.  The  Waste  Water  Treatment  Plant  on 
Arsene  Street  needs  to  be  upgraded.  The  East  Fairhaven  School  needs  to  be  replaced.  Major 
renovations  are  needed  at  the  Oxford  and  Rogers  Schools.  The  Town  Hall  needs  exterior 
brick  and  terracotta  repairs.  Only  through  the  combined  efforts  of  Fairhaven  residents  and 
Town  departments  working  together  will  the  common  goal  of  improving  the  infrastructure 
of  the  Town  be  realized. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  Town  Meeting  Members,  Town  boards, 
committees,  employees,  volunteers  and  residents  who  have  helped  with  projects  and 
improvements  during  the  year.  The  Town’s  quality  of  life  has  benefited  through  your 
efforts.  Much  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  few  years. 

During  2005,  it  will  be  a difficult  task  to  maintain  service  levels.  However,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  believe  we  can  continue  to  provide  the  basic  services  with  the  help  of  Town 
residents.  Once  again  the  Board  of  Selectmen  asks  for  your  assistance  in  helping  us  con- 
tinue with  our  efforts  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  all  residents.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men needs  you  to  become  involved.  While  there  may  not  always  be  agreement  between  all 
parties,  your  input  is  critical.  Please  participate.

The  year  2004  was  a very  interesting  year  in  the  Assessors  Office.  Fiscal  2005  was  a 
Revaluation  Year  for  the  town.  It  was  also  the  year  that  we  were  converting  from  the  Carat 
Appraisal  Program  to  the  Patriot  Property  Appraisal  Program.  There  was  a lot  of  work  to 
be  done.  In  compliance  with  the  revaluation  guidelines,  we  hired  several  field  workers 
to  review  2500  properties.  Measurements  were  checked,  pictures  were  taken  and  when 
possible,  interiors  were  checked.  The  town  hired  Wayne  Peterson  from  Patriot  Properties 
who  worked  along  side  of  me  to  assist  with  the  analysis  and  build  the  cost  tables.  Jane  Bet- 
tencourt, Asst.  Assessor  and  I went  through  all  of  the  records  and  entered  sketches  for  all 
buildings.  Many  pictures  were  added  to  the  field  cards.  Although  our  office  had  been  doing 
Interim  Year  adjustments,  which  are  now  required  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  due  to 
the  ever-increasing  market  prices,  there  was  still  a large  increase  in  property  values. 

The  work  was  complete  by  August  1 and  Wayne  generated  all  the  necessary  reports  for 
certification  to  the  Department  of  Revenue.  Our  values  were  certified  by  the  DOR  and  the 
classification  hearing  was  held  to  set  the  tax  rate  so  that  the  bills  would  be  mailed  by  Octo- 
ber P‘.  In  September  we  were  informed  that  the  appraisal  program  had  been  lost  due  to  a 
computer  failure.  The  Department  of  Revenue  would  allow  us  to  issue  tax  bills  if  we  could 
match  the  figures  that  were  previously  sent  to  them  on  the  various  classes.  We  obtained 
the  disk  that  was  sent  to  the  DOR  with  the  total  values  and  after  many  hours  of  checking 
and  reviewing,  the  task  was  completed  and  delivered  to  the  DOR  on  November  24'^.  We 
received  tax  rate  certification  on  November  29"’  and  the  first  half  Fiscal  Year  2005  tax  bills 
were  mailed  for  December  10'^. 

Unfortunately,  at  the  present  time  we  have  no  current  field  cards  for  brokers,  appraisers 
and  taxpayers  and  have  to  do  our  best  to  provide  them  with  whatever  information  we  can 
locate.  Patriots  Properties  is  in  the  process  of  rebuilding  the  program  to  the  status  that  we 
received  before  we  began  the  data  entry.  The  cost  tables  will  also  have  to  be  reconstructed. 
The  program  may  not  be  available  until  February  and  we  will  have  to  reenter  the  data  from 
our  files  and  previously  printed  work  field  cards.

The  mission  of  the  Fairhaven  Council  on  Aging  is  to  advocate  for  improved  quality  of 
life  for  all  seniors  through  education,  supportive  services  and  programs.  Fairhaven  Seniors 
and  their  families  are  invited  to  visit  the  Senior  Center  and  use  it  as  a community  focal 
point  where  older  adults  come  together  for  services  and  explore  numerous  activities  and 
life  style  choices.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  on  Aging  to  aid  town  elders  with  identified 
needs,  enlist  support  and  participation  to  meet  those  needs,  and  advocate  for  or  implement 
services  to  fill  these  needs. 

The  Fairhaven  Council  on  Aging  held  a Volunteer  recognition  Luncheon  on  May  18'*’ 
honoring  97  individuals  who  have  worked  for  the  Senior  Center  and  Fairhaven  Seniors  in 
some  way  daily,  weekly,  and  monthly  in  the  past  year  monthly  totaling  13,578  hours  of 
donated  effort.  The  Council  would  not  be  defined  as  we  are  without  them.  Our  unpaid  staff 
aids  us  in  driving  for  medical  transportation,  office  support,  data  entry,  computer  training, 
trip  coordination,  entertainment,  taxes,  fuel  assistance,  SHINE,  social  day  program  aids, 
arts  and  crafts,  legal  assistance,  kitchen  support,  meals  on  wheels  delivery,  massage,  blood 
pressure  screenings,  bulletin  articles  and  delivery  and  many  leaders  of  various  groups  like 
widows’  support,  exercise  groups  to  bingo  callers  to  name  some  of  the  services  performed. 
Through  the  service  of  our  volunteers  and  their  leadership,  dedication  and  support  enabled 
many  seniors  to  enjoy  a measure  of  dignity  and  independence  they  might  otherwise  be 
denied.  There  really  is  no  price  that  can  be  placed  on  their  caring  goodwill,  and  compas- 
sion. Thanks  to  Applebee’s,  Blimpie’s,  Dorothy  Cox’s  Chocolates,  and  Mike’s  Restaurant 
for  gift  certificates,  which  contributed  to  honoring  the  everyday  heroes  of  our  Council  on 
Aging. 

Our  Outreach  Program  has  been  assisting  with  services  such  as  Friendly  Visitor  Pro- 
gram, Public  Benefits  Screenings,  Meals  on  Wheels,  Fuel  Assistance,  Medical  Transporta- 
tion, Telephone  Reassurance,  and  more.  The  ongoing  Computer  Classes  are  supplemented 
by  volunteer  tutoring  in  the  use  of  the  Internet,  e-mail,  and  various  software  programs  and 
more.  The  Council  on  Aging  continues  to  set  higher  goals  and  strive  for  greater  accom- 
plishments. Having  fun,  offering  classes,  enjoying  numerous  occasion  special  events  some 
with  invited  entertainers  continue  to  provide  enjoyment  for  the  senior  citizens  of  Fairhaven 
are  important.  Another  specific  aim  is  an  increased  awareness  and  role  in  the  areas  of  pro- 
tective services  and  elders  at  risk.  Below,  are  some  numbers  of  participants  and  services;

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VETERANS  SERVICES 


The  Office  of  Veterans’  Services  granted  financial  aid  and  medical  assistance  through 
M.G.L.  Chapter  1 15  to  twenty  four  veterans,  their  families,  spouses  or  widows  during  the 
year  2004.  The  cases  were  divided  as  follows: 

W.W.II  14  Korea  5 Vietnam  5 

The  above  caseload  consisted  of  ten  veterans,  three  spouses  and  eleven  widows. 

Unemployed  veterans  are  being  referred  to  the  Division  of  Employment  for  aid  in  find- 
ing employment  or  training  for  future  employment.  Some  veterans  have  been  referred  to 
the  Veterans’  Administration  clinic  on  Elm  Street,  New  Bedford  for  assistance  in  receiving 
Veterans’  Administration  aid  through  their  hospital  and  clinics.  A large  number  of  resident 
veterans  have  taken  advantage  of  the  VA  prescription  medication  program.  Several  veter- 
ans have  been  referred  to  the  Veterans  Transition  House  in  New  Bedford  and  the  Veterans’ 
Hospital  in  Brockton  for  various  treatment  programs  and  several  have,  through  this  office, 
applied  for  and  received  disability  benefits  from  the  Veterans’  Administration  and  Social 
Security.  Several  Vietnam  veterans  have  also  applied  for  and  received  compensation  for 
war  time  injuries. 

In  addition  to  financial  and  medical  assistance,  the  department  has  been  active  in  reach- 
ing out  to  veterans  in  other  regards.  Various  Memorial  Certificate  programs  are  still  active. 
Many  veterans  have  contacted  this  office  for  miscellaneous  information  such  as;  transpor- 
tation problems  to  veteran  hospitals,  applications  for  burial  in  national  cemeteries,  burial 
plaques,  award  certificates  for  tax  abatements  and  applications  for  military  medals,  ribbons 
and  other  military  records. 

The  department  is  still  actively  building  a data  base  of  all  Fairhaven  veterans  that  have 
served  throughout  the  history  of  the  town,  reaching  back  to  the  Old  Oxford  Village  during 
the  Revolutionary  War  through  the  current  action  in  the  Persian  Gulf.  It  is  important  to 
honor  all  veterans,  both  living  and  deceased.  The  data  base  will  be  a great  asset  in  granting 
the  appropriate  honors  to  our  veterans.

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FAIRHAVEN  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Fairhaven  Historical  Commission  continued  to  fulfill  its  duties  in  the  year  2004  by 
maintaining  the  Towns  historic  properties. 

The  Academy  building  front  fa9ade  was  repainted  and  the  interior  of  the  building 
cleaned.  Estimates  have  been  received  for  repainting  of  several  interior  spaces. 

The  Old  Stone  School  project  continues  with  repairs  to  interior  woodwork. 

The  Spring  Street  Fire  House  underwent  continued  repairs  to  the  exterior.  The  east 
and  north  sides  were  reshingled,  windows  repaired  and  rebuilt,  and  the  front  doors  were 
replaced  with  duplicates  of  the  originals.  The  interior  of  the  building  was  also  painted. 

Fort  Phoenix  lighting  has  been  updated  and  work  continues  in  surveying  the  condition 
of  the  exterior  walls  and  magazine  roof. 

The  house  plaque  program  continues  throughout  the  efforts  of  Commission  member  and 
Millicent  library  archivist  Debra  Charpentier. 

The  Commission  plans  for  2005  include  continued  painting  and  plaster  repairs  to  the 
Academy  building,  further  renovations  to  the  Spring  Street  Fire  house  including  replace- 
ment of  the  apron,  and  continued  efforts  in  restoring  the  Fort  Phoenix  parapet. 

In  closing,  the  Commission  mourns  the  loss  of  long  time  member  Dr.  John  Badwey  who 
passed  away  this  past  year.

Harbormaster  Activities 

Fine  summer  weather  set  in  mid-May  kicked  up  the  2004  boating  in  town  waters.  Higher 
gasoline  prices  had  a dramatic  affect  on  many  boaters  and  their  travel  plans,  as  many  chose 
to  stay  in  port  most  of  the  time.  While  we  did  experience  a few  minor  boating  mishaps  in 
the  outer  harbor,  the  rest  of  the  season  stayed  relatively  safe  and  pleasant.  In  early  July  one 
small  boat  quickly  capsized  just  outside  the  hurricane  barrier  throwing  folks  in  the  water. 
Another  passing  boater  immediately  took  the  wet  folks  onboard.  This  office  assisted  with 
the  salvage  efforts.  Later  in  the  season  the  town  sadly  lost  two  fishermen  when  their  vessel 
“Nancy  & Christine”  rolled  and  sank  while  fishing  off  Nantucket  Island.  She  was  tied  up 
on  a regular  basis  at  Union  Wharf. 

The  Harbormaster  Office  along  with  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department  and  Massachu- 
setts Environmental  Police  continued  the  summer  series  of  safe  boating  courses.  The  popu- 
lar program  attracted  many  experienced  as  well  as  first-time  boat  owners.  Those  enrolled 
learned  the  latest  in  state  and  local  boating  laws  and  safety.  The  courses  are  taught  by 
myself  and  Fairhaven  Police  Safety  Officer  Macy  Joseph.  Each  ten-hour  course  is  offered 
free  of  charge. 

Another  service  offered  by  this  office  includes  boat  waste  pump  out.  Over  18,000  gal- 
lons of  boat  waste  was  processed  for  treatment  ashore  from  the  New  Bedford/  Fairhaven 
side.  West  Islanders  seized  the  chance  to  use  the  mobile  boat  pump  service  for  the  first 
time  this  summer.  While  it  was  not  as  busy  as  the  west  side  boat,  this  office  will  continue 
its  outreach  efforts  to  acquaint  West  Island  and  Nasketucket  Bay  boaters  about  this  special 
service. 

New  to  the  Department  of  Natural  Resource  responsibilities  this  year  is  the  management 
of  Hoppy’s  Landing  off  Causeway  Road.  This  unique  six  acre  sight  will  continue  to  serve 
the  boating  public  with  its  launching  pad,  floating  docks,  and  dinghy  storage.  Thanks  to  the 
Bristol  County  Sheriff’s  Department,  inmates  were  used  in  July  and  September  to  clean  up 
the  property  and  paint  the  building.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  has  agreed  to  empty  trash 
containers  on  a regular  basis  as  well  as  cut  the  shrubs  and  weeds.  Staffon’s  Greenhouse 
donated  and  planted  a new  garden  around  the  flag  pole.  Future  uses  of  this  property  include 
utilizing  the  building  for  a Harbormaster/  Shellfish  Warden  field  office,  developing  a shell- 
fish grow  out  program,  developing  a recreational  walking  path  and  picnic  area  and  allow- 
ing the  rental  of  some  of  the  grounds  to  store  fishing  gear.  Monies  raised  from  the  daily  and 
annual  user  fees  are  deposited  into  a separate  revolving  town  account  to  help  support  the 
improvement  of  Hoppy’s  Landing. 

Also  new  to  the  Harbormaster  fleet  of  two  pumpout  boats  and  shellfish  patrol  boat  is  a 
28  foot  former  Coast  Guard  Rigid  Inflatable  boat  with  a diesel  jet  drive  propulsion  unit. 
This  safe  and  unique  rescue  vessel  and  accompanied  trailer  was  donated  by  the  Chatham 
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Harbormaster  Department  in  the  spring.  The  boat  will  be  in  service  for  emergency  assist 
calls,  to  enforce  boating  laws,  port  security  patrols  as  well  as  a dive  assist  boat  for  the 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  Law  Enforcement  Collaborative  Regional  Dive  Team. 

Lastly,  at  year’s  end,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  pondering  proposals  to  raise  the  moor- 
ing rates  for  all  recreational  vessels  utilizing  town  waters.  It  has  remained  stable  at  $10  per 
boat  since  1991.  The  proposed  rates  will  be  based  on  a per  foot  charge  and  will  no  doubt  be 
substantially  higher.  According  to  a new  state  law  the  funds  raised  must  be  deposited  into 
the  Waterways  Improvement  Fund  for  the  benefit  of  boaters  using  town  waterways. 

In  conclusion,  the  Fairhaven  Harbormaster  office  stands  ready  to  assist  with  any  emer- 
gency rescue  call  and  harbor  planning  issues.  It  continues  to  plan  a leading  role  in  federal 
and  state  efforts  to  develop  better  port  security  plans  for  the  town’s  coastline.

Work  has  begun  on  a new  sub-division  off 
Alden  Road  which  will  add  59  new  dwelling  units,  when  completed.  Many  new  businesses 
opened  in  existing  buildings  that  were  renovated.  New  Single  Family  dwellings,  additions 
and  alterations  have  kept  this  department  busy  with  reviews  and  inspections.

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Eligibility  Requirements  for  our  Elderly  and  Handicapped  Household  Programs,  located 
at  our  667-Projects:  1 -2-3-4  & 5,  requires  a minimum  age  of  60,  except  for  handicapped 
applicants.  Not  more  than  a maximum  of  13.5%  of  handicapped  households  may  occupy 
' our  Elderly  667  Programs.  The  size  of  the  household  determines  the  income  limits.  The 
, maximum  income  for  a one  {1}  person  household  is  $34,550.00  and  for  a two  {2}  person 
household  is  $39,500.00.  There  is  no  longer  an  asset  limit. 

Our  Family  Housing,  located  at  our  705-1  Project,  requires  that  the  eligibility  of  mini- 
mum age  be  determined  by  “Emancipated  Minors”,  these  applicants  could  be  under  eigh- 
teen {18}  years  of  age  and  considered  capable  of  independent  living.  The  size  of  the  house- 
hold would  be  determined  by  the  number  of  bedrooms.  Our  family  units  consist  of  three 
{3}  duplexes,  a total  of  six  {6}  family  units.  There  are  five  {5}  three  {3}  bedroom  units, 
one  {1}  two  {2}  bedroom  barrier-free  handicap  unit  which  is  wheel  chair  accessible.  The 
size  of  the  household  determines  the  income  limits.  The  maximum  income  for  a two  {2} 
person  household  in  $39,500.00,  for  three  {3}  $44,400.00,  for  four  {4}  $49,350.00,  for  five 
{5}  $53,300.00  and  six  {6}  $57,250.00.  There  is  no  longer  an  asset  limit. 

These  developments  are  financed  by  a grant  issued  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts which  exercises  general  supervision  over  the  Authority  through  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Community  Developments. 

In  2004  the  Authority  completed  the  heating  system  upgrade  at  nine  {9}  buildings, 
which  services  forty  {40}  units,  at  our  667-1  Green  Meadows  Project.  The  Fire  Alarm 
System  was  also  upgraded  at  that  project  in  2004. 

In  September  of  2004  the  construction  began  for  the  installation  of  three  {3}  elevators 
at  two  {2}  of  our  projects,  one  {1}  at  Green  Meadows  located  at  100  McGann  Terrace  and 
two  {2}  at  Oxford  Terrace  with  an  expected  completion  date  sometime  in  March  of  2005. 

Additional  plans  in  progress  for  2005  are  expansion  of  the  parking  lot  facilities  at  three 
{3}  of  our  projects,  {Green  Meadows  Project  1 , 2 and  Oxford  Terrace  Project  3 and  upgrad- 
I ing  the  Fire  Alarm  Systems  and  installing  Fire  Doors  at  two  {2}  of  these  projects  {667-2 
Green  Meadows  and  667-3  Oxford  Terrance}. 

I During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a turn  over  of  thirty -eight  {38}  apartments.  There 
j were  twelve  {12}  deaths,  eight  {8}  tenants  went  into  nursing  homes,  one  { 1 } moved  to  live 
I with  relatives,  two  {2}  moved  to  live  closer  to  relatives,  one  { 1 } moved  to  live  elsewhere, 
two  {2}  moved  due  to  over  income  limits  and  twelve  {12}  moved  due  to  transfers. 

I The  Executive  Director  of  the  Authority  Stanley  A.  Wojcik  retired  on  October  3 1 , 2004. 
1 After  working  twenty-three  {23}  years  for  the  Authority  on  December  3,  2004  the  Board 
j of  Commissioners  voted  to  appoint  the  Assistant  Director  Urania  {Raine}  M.  Oliveira  to 
his  position.

The  Authority’s  staff  consists  of  seven  {7}  employees,  four  {4}  in  Administration  and 
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three  {3}  in  Maintenance.  The  Executive  Director  Urania  {Raine}  M.  Oliveira,  Book- 
keeper/ Secretary,  which  will  be  hired  in  2005,  Administrative  Assistant,  Laurie  A.  Powers, 
and  a part  time  position  held  by  Joyce  A.  Skyes.

2004  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Fairhaven  Police  Department  has  experienced  a drastic  increase  in  demand  for 
police  services  over  the  past  10  years.  The  year  2004  saw  17,714  calls  for  service,  a 57% 
increase  since  1995. 

The  term  “calls  for  service”  in  police  jargon  means  any  event  that  necessitates  police 
perform  a service  to  the  public.  A call  for  service  includes  everything  from  a murder  or 
fatal  accident  to  a police  officer  issuing  a speeding  ticket  or  responding  to  a neighbor  com- 
plaint of  loud  music.

VIOLENT  CRIME:  Rape  and  homicide  (including  motor  vehicle  homicides)  showedi 
a decrease  from  2002.  Robberies  showed  an  increase  of  340%  from  1999  to  2002,  from  5 to' 
17  and  again  increased  to  20  in  2003.  Robberies  are  larcenies  which  involve  a weapon  and/: 
or  violence.  Almost  all  robberies  in  Fairhaven  are  committed  by  drug  dependant  persons.  It 
is  clear  to  us  that  the  continued  increase  in  robberies  is  another  unwelcome  by  product  of 
the  drug  problem  in  our  area.  Aggravated  assaults  (assaults  involving  weapons)  showed  an: 
increase  of  25%  from  2002  to  2003. 

PROPERTY  CRIME:  Larcenies  decreased  from  341  to  329  lin  the  course  of  a year.; 
Motor  Vehicle  theft  increased  by  2 from  29  to  3 1 . Of  great  concern  to  the  Fairhaven  Police 
Department,  is  an  increase  in  burglaries  by  43%  from  203  to  341.  The  police  department, 
has  been  aggressively  pursuing  and  will  continue  to  pursue  strategies  to  curb  burglaries] 
particularly  those  involving  residences. 

The  increase  in  criminal  activity  is  part  of  the  problem  with  drugs  and  violence  in  the 
Greater  New  Bedford  area  as  well  as  the  increased  development  in  Fairhaven  over  the  past 
10  years. 

It  is  clear  that  we  must  adopt  a proactive  strategy  based  upon  community  policing  prin- 
ciples to  counteract  this  trend.  Our  strategy  will  involve  assigning  a community  policing 
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officer  to  neighborhoods  where  crime  analysis  has  shown  the  greatest  crime  problem  exists. 
The  strategy  will  also  rely  on  increased  use  of  directed  patrol  rather  than  random  patrol. 
Directed  patrol  concentrates  patrol  efforts  in  areas  and  at  times  where  analysis  shows  the 
greatest  problems  exit  in  an  effort  to  better  use  our  resources  effectively. 

The  Fairhaven  Police  Department  continues  to  handle  an  increase  in  the  number  and 
severity  of  calls  and  the  increase  in  crime  with  the  same  number  of  officers  as  were  on  the 
force  in  1988. 

We  have  taken  efforts  to  more  efficiently  use  officer  time  in  order  to  increase  the  amount 
of  time  officers  spend  on  directed  patrol.  The  Fire  Department  assumed  full  responsibility 
for  Emergency  Medical  Services  enabling  us  to  keep  officers  on  the  streets  of  Fairhaven 
rather  than  having  them  out  of  town  with  the  ambulance. 

In  another  effort  to  more  efficiently  use  our  resources,  Town  Meeting  approved  a by 
law  fining  residence  and  businesses  that  have  more  than  3 false  burglar  or  holdup  alarms  in 
a calendar  year.  The  goal  was  to  decrease  the  number  of  false  burglar  and  holdup  alarms. 
Officers  responded  to  1,091  false  alarms  in  2003.  Some  commercial  establishments  alarms 
sounded  daily  with  no  effort  by  management  to  rectify  the  problem.  This  resulted  in  over 
1,000  paid  officer  hours  responding  to  false  alarms  that  could  have  been  used  more  produc- 
tively in  enforcement  activities. 

As  a result  of  this  by  law,  false  burglar  alarms  decreased  to  943  in  2004  even  though  the 
by  law  did  not  go  into  effect  until  May  1,  2004. 

Even  with  the  success  of  these  efforts  to  more  efficiently  utilize  police  resources,  the 
department  clearly  needs  additional  officers  on  the  street  to  cope  with  the  increase  in 
number  and  seriousness  of  calls  for  service  and  to  implement  changes  which  will  have  an 
impact  on  the  crime  rate. 

As  a result  of  the  steep  increase  in  motor  vehicle  crashes  from  1995  to  2002,  the  police 
department  made  it  a priority  to  decrease  the  number  of  motor  vehicle  crashes  and  inju- 
ries on  our  roadways.  It  was  clear  to  us  that  the  number  of  vehicles  using  our  streets  as  a 
result  of  commercial  development  has  been  the  primary  reason  for  the  increased  number 
of  accidents  and  injuries.  But  we  felt  that  proactive  efforts  such  as  increasing  enforcement 
efforts,  accentuating  traffic  safety  programs  especially  those  involving  seat  belt  awareness 
and  looking  for  ways  to  lower  speeds  by  evaluation  of  speed  limit  and  other  street  signage 
could  have  an  impact. 

Accordingly,  we  developed  the  CRASHSTAT  program  which  required  a review  of  all 
crash  reports  from  the  previous  2 years  to  determine  locations  and  contributing  factors  to 
those  crashes.  Crash  analysis  documents  were  created  for  roadways  and  intersections  that 
experienced  the  greatest  number  of  crashes. 
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Each  location  was  analyzed  by  the  CRASHSTAT  team  including  the  Chief  of  Police, 
Safety  Officer,  Town  Planner  William  Roth  and  BPW  Superintendent  William  Carey  with 
the  assistance  of  traffic  planners  from  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic 
District.  Traffic  enforcement  efforts  were  geared  toward  those  areas  where  the  greatest 
number  of  crashes  occurred.  Changes  in  signage  and  signaling  were  recommended  to  and 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  CRASHSTAT  program  is  a continuing  effort  but  it  appears  that  the  program  has 
had  a positive  impact. 

Crashes  increased  steadily  from  1995  to  2002.  There  were  845  crashes  in  2002,  a 72% 
increase  since  1995.  In  2003,  crashes  decreased  10%  to  765.  Preliminary  statistics  show 
the  number  of  crashes  on  our  roadways  will  remain  the  same  in  2004. 

The  Fairhaven  Police  Department,  in  conjunction  with  other  municipalities  in  this  part 
of  the  state,  formed  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Law  Enforcement  Council.  SEMLEC 
was  formed  in  order  to  provide  coordinated  mutual  assistance  to  enhance  the  law  enforce- 
ment capability  of  all  member  agencies.  By  pooling  resources  and  expertise,  all  agencies 
are  able  to  utilize  resources  that  are  beyond  what  they  would  be  able  to  fund  themselves. 
For  example,  SEMLEC  has  formed  joint  special  reaction,  underwater  recovery,  search, 
K-9,  accident  reconstruction  and  other  teams.  The  amount  of  personnel,  resources  and 
expertise  Fairhaven  is  now  able  to  call  on  in  a crisis  through  SEMLEC  is  now  far  beyond 
that  which  we  could  provide  on  our  own. 

The  Police  and  Fire  Departments  have  begun  consolidation  of  all  public  safety  dispatch 
and  communications  function  in  one  public  safety  communications  center  located  in  the 
police  department  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Currently,  all  911  calls  are  routed  to  the  police  department.  All  police  and  EMS  calls 
are  dispatched  from  the  police  department.  Fire  calls  are  dispatched  by  a firefighter  in  the 
fire  department. 

Due  to  increasing  call  volume,  a single  dispatcher  is  no  longer  able  to  handle  all  the 
tasks  required  in  the  police  communications  center.  By  consolidating  public  safety  commu- 
nications and  adding  a second  dispatcher,  the  problem  of  police  dispatching  is  solved  while 
freeing  a firefighter  from  staffing  a duplicate  communications  center  in  the  fire  depart- 
ment. 

Lastly,  congratulations  go  out  to  Officer  Richard  Claflin  who  retired  from  the  police 
department  after  34  years  service.  Officer  Walter  Baiardi  left  to  attend  the  state  police 
academy.

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THE  MILLICENT  LIBRARY 


2004  saw  the  library  repair  project  almost  completed.  The  library’s  budget  for  FY2005 
was  level-funded  reflecting  a statewide  decrease  in  support  for  libraries.  The  library  has 
experienced  an  increase  in  use  of  both  its  materials  and  facility.  We  received  some  grants 
and  donations  to  help  ease  the  crisis  and  our  faithful  corps  of  volunteers  and  Friends  of  the 
Library  are  helping  us  to  go  forward  and  serve  the  town  in  2005. 

Trustees 

Our  pleasure  at  getting  Dr.  John  Badwey  to  become  a member  of  the  board  was  short 
lived  when  Dr.  Badwey  tragically  passed  away  during  the  summer.  He  had  been  very  active 
on  board  in  the  couple  of  months  during  which  he  served  and  is  very  much  missed.  We 
were  happy  to  appoint  Teresa  Morgida  as  a board  member  in  the  fall. 

The  library  also  paid  homage  to  a former  trustee  when  the  Charles  J.  Lewin  Room  was 
rededicated  during  a ceremony  in  May.  Mr.Le win’s  accomplishments  were  celebrated  and 
the  community  was  reminded  of  his  contributions. 

Youth  Services  Department 

Jennifer  Inglis  came  onboard  this  fall  as  Youth  Services  Librarian  when  Lee  Engwall 
moved  back  down  south.  Ms.  Inglis  has  been  very  active  in  getting  to  know  the  community 
and  the  library  clientele.  She  also  has  continued  running  children’s  programs  and  visiting 
schools.  During  2004,  the  library  held  over  80  storytimes  for  toddlers  and  preschoolers, 
had  eight  major  entertainment  performances  and  over  30  other  activities,  including  movies, 
craft  times,  and  other  events.  Outreach  into  area  schools  and  other  organizations  occurred 
throughout  the  year.  The  annual  Summer  Reading  Program  was  a success,  with  an  esti- 
mated 1 ,000  kids  participating  in  either  the  reading  program  itself  or  the  library-sponsored 
events,  including  the  20'*’  Annual  Teddy  Bear  Picnic.  Since  November,  when  Ms.  Inglis 
arrived,  over  100  children  attended  events  at  the  library,  including  activities  for  Children’s 
Book  Week  and  the  annual  Olde  Time  Holiday  weekend,  as  well  as  after-school  and  eve- 
ning programming. 

Archives 

This  year  the  library  facilitated  the  reprinting  of  the  Old-Time  Fairhaven  books  by 
Charles  Harris.  Volunteer  Bob  Demanche  developed  an  index  which  is  available  from  the 
library  on  a CD  in  Word  or  pdf  format. 

Natalie  Hemingway  has  finished  entering  the  Vital  Record  for  Fairhaven  into  an  Access 
database  which  will  be  uploaded  onto  our  website  for  access  from  the  Internet. 
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Debbie  Charpentier,  the  archivist,  has  begun  surveying  Naskatucket  Cemetery  aided 
by  Veterans  Agent  Jim  Cochran  and  a laptop  computer  and  software  bought  by  the  library. 
One  of  our  patrons  loaned  us  a GPS  to  help  map  out  the  gravesites. 

The  library’s  Samurai  Sword  was  borrowed  by  the  New  Bedford  Whaling  Museum  for 
an  exhibit  about  Japan  and  whaling. 

The  library  also  commissioned  an  inventory  and  evaluation  of  all  our  art  objects.  This 
will  be  used  in  the  town’s  insurance  coverage. 

Volunteers  in  the  archive  included  Natalie  Hemingway,  Janet  Peters,  Beverly  Shavin- 
sky,  Sandra  Holmes,  and  Stephen  Foster. 

Thanks  to  all  those  who  watched  out  on  eBay  for  items  of  historical  value  and  who 
donated  or  let  us  borrow  photos,  documents  and  booklets  for  future  reference.  We  welcome 
all  donations  and  loans. 

Donations 

Donations  this  year  were  made  to  the  established  funds  set  up  in  memory  of  Mildred  O. 
Tunstall  and  John  J.  Oliveira.  Many  of  the  organizations  that  use  the  auditorium  have  given 
us  money,  for  example  the  Fairhaven  Mothers  Club,  Sister  City  Committee,  Community 
Chaplains.  This  year  the  Shining  Tides  quilters  became  too  large  a group  for  our  meeting 
space  and  moved  to  a larger  venue.  They  also  made  a parting  donation.  We  use  the  funds  to 
buy  extra  items  that  are  outside  our  regular  budget. 

We  again  received  donations  from  Waring-Sullivan  to  print  library  informational  book- 
marks and  from  Mello  and  Hotchkiss  Real  Estate  for  library  card  pockets.  Henry  Hotchkiss 
also  donated  the  latest  edition  of  Who’s  Who  in  America  for  our  reference  collection.  The 
Benevolent  Association  brings  in  seasonal  flower  arrangements  for  the  front  desk  through- 
out the  year. 

The  Friends  of  the  Millicent  Library  have  continued  to  support  our  programs.  They  have 
funded  museum  passes,  special  youth  programs  including  a public  performance  movie 
license,  bought  toys  for  the  kids  and  have  provided  volunteer  help  at  many  events.  They 
helped  fund  the  annual  Volunteer  Appreciation  ceremony.  Nancy  Bunnell,  the  president  of 
the  group  has  led  a popular  evening  book  discussion  group.  They  also  sponsored  several  * 
programs  including  a visit  from  Mark  Twain  himself.  The  Friends  also  bought  promotional 
bookcovers  and  bags  for  the  school  kids. 

The  building  was  plagued  by  a mold  problem  in  the  vault.  Servpro  donated  an  evaluation 
and  a solution  to  the  problem  and  our  valuables  are  now  safe  from  assault  by  microbes. 
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Steve  Foster  donated  funds  to  buy  a special  collection  of  mysteries  and  a bookcase  in 
which  to  house  them  in  memory  of  his  wife  Mary  who  was  a beloved  friend  and  patron  of 
the  library. 

The  Fairhaven  Improvement  Association  helped  the  library  pay  for  an  outdoor  electrical 
upgrade  which  will  help  during  the  annual  Homecoming  Fair. 

Comcast  donated  $1,000  for  the  children’s  reading  program.  We  also  received  funds 
from  the  Fairhaven  Cultural  Council. 

Miscellaneous 

The  library  guest  book  was  signed  by  visitors  from  32  states  and  13  countries.  We  had 
many  Japanese  visitors  looking  to  follow  in  Manjiro’s  footsteps  and  the  library  continued 
its  close  association  with  the  Fairhaven/  New  Bedford-Tosashimizu  Sister  City  Commit- 
tee. Carolyn  Longworth  the  library  director  had  a chance  to  travel  with  other  committee 
members  to  Japan  to  help  Tosashimizu  celebrate  its  50'^  anniversary  as  a city. 

The  library  webpage,  started  in  1995,  was  viewed  over  300,000  times  in  FY04.  We  try 
to  incorporate  various  interesting  historical  publications  and  documents.  Patrons  can  also 
access  the  network’s  catalogs  from  the  library  site  and  reserve  and  renew  books.  We  keep 
a page  of  links  which  many  people  find  useful  as  a gateway  into  the  Internet.  We  have  a 
Visitors  Page  on  our  website  with  small  photos  of  visitors.  The  address  is  http;//www.mil- 
licentlibrary.org. 

The  library  has  6 computer  terminals  available  for  public  access  to  the  Internet  and 
email  and  also  can  be  used  for  word  processing  and  spreadsheets.  They  get  a lot  of  use  and 
patrons  may  sign  up  to  use  one  for  a half  hour  at  a time. 

During  FY04,  we  circulated  132,437  items.  Our  holdings  include  63,449  books,  4,987 
audios,  3,133  videos,  and  175  subscriptions.  The  number  of  registered  borrowers  was 
1 1,440.  The  volunteers  donated  over  1,800  hours  of  service.  The  auditorium  is  the  meeting 
place  for  many  scout  troops  and  many  town  organizations  and  committees  and  the  schedule 
for  its  use  has  been  extremely  tight  this  year. 

Summary 

Although  the  Millicent  Library  has  remained  a very  busy  place,  providing  traditional 
service  and  materials  as  well  as  the  latest  in  media  and  electronic  access,  we  will  be 
embarking  on  a long  range  plan  in  2005  and  will  be  looking  for  help  in  an  analysis  of  the 
community  and  the  library.

It  has  been  an  active  and  satisfying  year  for  the  Department  of  Fine  Art.  It  started  with 
another  attic  recovery.  A colored  photo  of  Zebulon  H.  Thompson  dated  1895,  donated 
to  the  Fairhaven  Improvement  Association.  Mr.  Thompson  a stone  cutter  had  bequeathed 
$2,000.00  to  the  Association. 

In  1977  our  Artist  in  Residence,  Mr.  Carl  A.  Lopes,  upon  request  of  the  Selectmen, 
painted  the  picture  of  the  Town  Hall,  using  the  medium  of  Egg  Tempera.  The  painting 
unprotected  until  now  has  been  refurbished  with  Ultra  Violet  glass.  Both  projects  have 
been  sponsored  by  your  curator. 

My  main  project  has  been  the  restoration  of  a large  Elizabeth  T.  Delano  oil  painting.  It 
has  been  completely  restored,  along  with  the  proper  “Period”  frame.  I now  feel  we  have 
recognized  Elizabeth  T.  Delano,  as  we  have  with  our  past  native  bom  artists. 

Since  1894  when  Phebe  A.  Hearst  of  San  Francisco,  gave  to  the  Town  our  first  paintings, 
creating  the  nucleus  for  other  works  of  art  to  follow.  For  110  years  these  treasures  have 
never  been  recorded.  With  that  in  mind  for  Insurance  coverage,  dozens  of  valuable  pieces 
of  art  have  been  appraised  and  recorded  for  future  reference  and  value. 

Mr.  Joseph  F.  Rapoza,  a retired  Art  Teacher  from  Fairhaven  High  School,  presented  to 
the  Town  a gift  of  three  watercolor  paintings.  They  depict  scenes  around  Fairhaven,  and 
are  being  displayed  upstairs  in  the  Meeting  Room  for  future  generations  to  enjoy.  I thank 
Joe  Rapoza  for  his  generosity. 

Your  curator  has  presented  in  memory  of  Elizabeth  T.  Delano  the  first  “Post”  showing  of 
her  paintings.  The  restored  painting  of  “Water  Lilies”,  her  portrait  of  John  I.  Bryant  and  the 
original  untouched  forty  feet  of  canvas  frieze  from  her  studio  at  91  Pleasant  Street.  I want 
to  thank  the  Cyr  family  for  sharing  this  fine  example  of  her  work.  This  exhibit  shows  her 
love  of  flowers,  her  portrait  and  pastoral  scenes.  It  set  the  tone  for  her  work  and  an  insight 
of  such  a fine  person.

The  Planning  Board  and  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
enjoyed  another  very  successful  year  in  2004.  In  April,  Planning  Board  members,  Marinus 
Vander  Pol,  Jr.  was  re-elected  and  James  Holmes  was  elected  to  his  first  term.  The  Board  | 
would  like  to  thank  Mark  Rasmyssen,  who  did  not  seek  re-election,  for  his  8 years  of  ser- 
vice to  the  Board  and  Town. 

During  2004  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Economic  Devel- 
opment continued  to  refine  many  portions  of  the  Fairhaven  Zoning  Bylaw  and  Zoning 
Map.  At  the  February  2004  Special  Town  Meeting  there  were  three  Zoning  Bylaw  amend- 
ments and  a rezone  approved.  The  rezoning  was  a 13.6-  acre  parcel  along  David  Drown 
Boulevard,  rezoned  from  Business  to  Apartment/  Multi-family,  which  is  currently  being 
developed  with  29  condominium  units.  The  bylaw  amendments  were  to  the  Accessory 
Buildings  and  Uses,  Intensity  of  Use  Schedule  and  Special  Permit  sections  of  the  code.  At 
the  May  2004  Annual  Town  Meeting  there  was  one  Zoning  Bylaw  amendment  approved, 
which  created  a new  section  for  the  regulation  of  Windmills. 

Raymond  Fleurent  and  A1  Borges  were  once  again  appointed  by  the  Planning  Board 
and  Selectmen  respectively  to  serve  as  the  Town’s  Commissioners  on  the  Southeastern 
Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  (SPREDD).  William  Roth  was 
appointed  to  represent  the  Town  on  the  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group,  an  advisory 
committee  to  the  regional  planning  agency  on  transportation  issues.  Mr.  Roth  was  also 
appointed  to  represent  the  Town  on  the  Hoppy’s  Landing  Advisory  Committee,  Little  Bay 
Committee,  the  New  Bedford/  Fairhaven  Harbor  Portfields  Committee,  New  Bedford  - 
Bridge  Realignment  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Commuter  Rail  Growth  Management 
Task  Force. 

The  Department  of  Planning  and  Economic  Development  has  continued  to  assist  the 
Planning  Board  in  preparing  the  Town  for  the  future  by  developing  the  zoning  changes  and 
bylaw  amendments  brought  to  Town  Meeting  as  well  as  reviewing  development  projects. 
Nine  Special  Permit  Applications,  thirteen  From  “A”  Applications  and  three  Subdivision  ^ 
Application  were  processed  in  2004. 

The  Department  of  Planning  and  Economic  Development  was  successful  in  receiving, 
for  the  Town,  the  following  grants,  which  totaled  $1 ,020,000.00. 

• Seaport  Advisory  Council  ($1,000,000)  - Funding  from  this  grant  will  allow 
the  Town  to  partner  with  the  City  of  New  Bedford  to  dredge  areas  of  the  harbor 
in  Fairhaven  waters. 
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• Buzzards  Bay  Watershed  Wetlands  and  Open  Space  Protection  Grants  ($5,000) 
- Funding  from  this  grant  will  allow  the  Fire  Department  the  ability  to  purchase 
supplies  needed  to  help  with  oil  spill  cleanups. 

• Smart  Growth  Technical  Assistance  Grant  ($15,000)  - Funding  from  this  grant 
will  allow  the  Board  of  Public  Works  the  ability  to  hire  a consultant  to  develop 
a Water  Conservation  Plan  consistent  with  DEP  guidelines. 

The  Planning  Board  and  the  Department  of  Planning  and  Economic  Development  once 
again  thank  Town  Meeting  Members  for  their  continued  support  of  our  work  to  update  the 
Zoning  Map  and  make  the  Town  Zoning  Bylaws  more  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  Town. 
We  look  forward  to  2005.

In  2004  Fairhaven  Fire  and  EMS  had  a very  busy  year. 

In  fire  related  matters,  this  past  year  we  were  able  to  receive  some  HazMat  and  Incident 
Command  System  training  from  the  State  which  will  help  us  keep  our  citizens  safer  now 
and  in  the  years  to  come.  In  addition,  the  State  has  allocated  7.7  million  dollars  to  the 
Southeast  region  to  be  spent  on  Homeland  Security.  Governor  Romney  has  appointed  an 
advisory  council  to  make  sure  that  the  local  communities  receive  their  share  of  the  money 
for  Homeland  Security  equipment  and  training.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  I,  as  the  Chief 
of  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department,  have  been  one  of  the  officials  appointed  to  represent  our 
area’s  needs.  Our  main  focus  for  this  area’s  share  of  the  money  is  to  update  communica- 
tions and  obtain  training  on  bio-terrorism. 

This  year  we  are  again  hosting  the  Firefighter  1/  II  class  for  new  Call  Firefighters  and  we 
have  six  candidates  that  are  taking  part  in  the  class  in  order  to  become  a Call  Firefighter  for 
the  Town  of  Fairhaven.  As  always  it  is  still  hard  to  get  call  response  in  the  daytime  hours 
so  that  was  our  main  focus  in  choosing  the  candidates,  they  need  to  be  available  in  the  day- 
time. This  year’s  program  coordinator  is  FF  Scott  C.  Winnett.  Scott  has  been  working  with 
this  program  for  about  4-5  years  now  and  has  taken  over  control  for  the  past  two  years. 

We  are  still  hoping  to  receive  funding  for  Phase  II  of  our  fire  station  renovations  some- 
time in  the  near  future.  The  first  phase  was  back  in  2001  and  we  need  this  new  space  so  that 
we  can  operate  safer  and  more  efficiently. 

Last  year  I mentioned  that  our  department,  in  conjunction  with  the  Towns  of  Mattapoi- 
sett  and  Acushnet,  applied  for  a 2003  Fire  Grant  from  FEMA.  I am  happy  to  report  that  we 
were  awarded  the  grant  and  received  $59,438.00.  This  allowed  us  to  upgrade  some  of  our 
outdated  air  packs,  complete  the  Rapid  Intervention  training  that  was  initiated  with  a 2002 
Tri-Town  FEMA  grant,  and  also  purchase  related  rapid  intervention  equipment.  Unfortu- 
nately the  2004  FEMA  grant  we  applied  for  was  denied,  but  we  are  still  grateful  for  the 
previous  grant  awards  and  all  the  training  and  items  we  were  able  to  get  with  them. 

And  speaking  of  EMS,  we  have  seen  a great  increase  in  patient  volume  in  2004.  Even 
though  our  total  EMS  run  number  has  increased  slightly,  we  are  bringing  in  and/  or  treating 
more  patients  per  run  than  in  previous  years.  I am  proud  to  say  that  the  department  has  13 
Paramedics  and  21  EMT’s  who  do  a tremendous  Job  day  in  and  day  out  on  the  ambulance. 
Firefighter/  Paramedic  Todd  Correia  is  still  our  EMS  Coordinator  and  Firefighter/  Para- 
medic David  Faunce  is  his  assistant. 

Remember,  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department  has  to  operate  as  a modern  Public  Safety 
Department  keeping  our  forces  well  trained  to  the  highest  level  so  we  can  better  serve  you 
in  your  time  of  emergency. 
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As  Chief  of  Fairhaven  Fire/  EMS,  I would  like  to  thank  Town  Meeting,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  all  other  departments  in  Town  for  their  support  over  the  past  year.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  year  2004  was  a tumultuous  year  for  the  Fairhaven  Board  of  Health.  Although  many 
tasks  were  accomplished,  the  loss  of  our  dear  colleague  and  friend  Dr.  John  Badwey  was  a 
devastating  blow  to  each  of  us  and  to  the  community  as  well.  John  generously  gave  of  his 
time,  talents,  intellect  and  stunning  wit.  He  was  a catalyst  for  the  Board  to  interact  with  the 
environmental,  educational  and  medical  professionals  in  our  area  and  beyond.  He  pushed 
us  beyond  what  we  knew  and  laughingly  led  us  to  new  expectations  and  possibilities  for 
the  Town  and  ourselves.  He  will  always  be  missed.  Mr.  Peter  DeTerra  was  appointed  as  an 
interim  Board  of  Health  member. 

Through  Dr.  Badwey  we  began  work  on  menu  review  and  proposed  dietary  changes 
in  offerings  to  youths  in  our  schools.  Once  again,  efforts  to  combat  West  Nile  Virus  and 
Lyme  Disease  were  conducted  through  education  and  environmental  safeguards.  All  of 
our  beaches  remained  open  throughout  the  summer  indicating  water  quality  improvements 
through  cooperative  efforts  of  the  Town  and  local  environmental  groups. 

The  Board  welcomed  Health  Inspector  Susan  Griffin  as  the  new  part-time  food  inspec- 
tor. Ms.  Griffin  has  well  over  twenty  years  experience  in  the  field,  and  her  expertise  is 
greatly  appreciated  with  excellent  results  in  our  local  food  establishments. 

Recycling  remained  at  a steady  pace  while  trash  production  per  capita  increased.  More 
work  needs  to  be  done  in  this  area,  since  it  is  a financial  burden  for  the  Town.  State  reg- 
ulations effective  July  5,  2004,  requiring  no  smoking  in  any  Massachusetts  workplace, 
required  a number  of  hours  of  inspections,  compliance  review  and  education.  Compliance 
checks  and  fines  are  ongoing. 

The  Board  of  Health  laboratory  handled  well  over  five  hundred  analysis  and  was  instru- 
mental in  assisting  the  Water  Department  with  finding  and  abating  total  coliform  bacteria 
in  the  drinking  water  in  November.  As  usual,  housing  and  lead  paint  inspections  were 
performed  as  were  septic  system  plan  review,  percolation  tests,  and  septic  installation  over- 
view. 

All  in  all,  it  was  a productive  year,  but  one  in  which  the  faces  of  the  Board  of  Health 
were  changed  forever. 

The  Board  of  Health  sponsored  many  clinics.  The  Center  for  Disease  Control  was  noti- 
fied by  a major  manufacturer  of  flu  vaccine  that  none  of  its  vaccine  would  be  available 
for  distribution  in  the  United  States  for  the  2004-2005  flu  season.  This  action  reduced  the 
country's  flu  supply  by  73  percent  thus  affecting  the  Town’s  supply.  Strict  guidelines  were 
mandated  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  for  distribution  to  the  Townspeople.  The 
amount  allotted  to  the  Board  of  Health  was  distributed  to  the  elderly  and  to  those  meeting 
the  State's  criteria.  Other  clinics,  pneumococcal,  blood  pressure  and  rabies  were  success- 
fully held,  as  well  as  childhood  immunization  clinics  held  for  school  children.  All  clinics 
were  well  attended.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


On  June  30,  2004  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  forty-five 
years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito  breed- 
ing sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  integrated  pest  management 
measures  in  its  never-ending  fight  against  mosquitoes. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  - To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitoes  in  areas 
where  mosquito  larvae  are  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  - To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and 
storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  - To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and  number, 
useful  to  determine  which  areas  have  nuisance  populations  of  mosquitoes  and  need  con- 
trol. 

Mosquito  Viral  Surveillance  - Cooperative  program  with  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health  to  monitor  for  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis,  West  Nile  Virus  and  High- 
lands Jay  in  the  adult  mosquito  populations. 

Water  Management  - A year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drainage 
ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are 
compatible  with  its  integrated  pest  management  program  to  reduce  environmental  impact. 
We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  that  are  practical  with  the  environmental 
conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  currently  using  two  different  formula- 
tions of  bacterial  larvicides,  VectoLex^*^  and  B.T.I.-  based  products,  in  our  larval  control 
program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  meet  label  requirements 
adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment  are  state 
licensed  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a 
yearly  basis. 

During  the  time  period  January  1,  2004  - December  31,  2004  the  Bristol  County  Mos- 
quito Control  Project  in  Raynham: 

• Sprayed  over  19,872  acres 

• Treated  38.4  acres  in  39  locations  with  BTI  for  mosquito  larvae 

• Received  693  requests  for  spraying 
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• Treated  155  catch  basins 

• Cleared  and  reclaimed  2,105  feet  of  brush 

• Performed  160  feet  of  ditch  maintenance  with  power  equipment 

In  a cooperative  program  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  the 
Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  has  been  trapping  mosquitoes  throughout  Bris- 
tol County.  As  of  October  31,  2004,  there  was  one  isolate  of  West  Nile  Virus,  seventeen 
isolates  of  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  and  four  isolates  of  Highlands  Jay  Virus  from  mos- 
quitoes. There  were  no  equine  or  human  cases  of  WNV  or  EEE  in  Bristol  County  during 
the  2004  mosquito  season. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Fairhaven  their  continued  sup- 
port and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone 
have  a question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a mosquito  problem  in  their  area, 
whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a breeding  site,  or  just  having  an  area 
checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


The  Town  of  Fairhaven,  Marion,  Mattapoisett  and  Rochester  all  voted  at  their  respec- 
tive Town  Meetings  to  create  and  become  members  of  the  Mattapoisett  River  Valley  Water 
District,  for  the  purpose  of  addressing  the  long  term  needs  for  the  towns  for  clean  and  suf- 
ficient drinking  water.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  appointed  Robert  Bosworth  to  represent 
Fairhaven  as  a member  of  the  District  Commission. 

The  District  Commission  hired  Tata  & Howard,  Inc.,  Consulting  Engineers,  to  plan  and 
design  the  new  Water  Treatment  Plant  and  related  facilities.  Also,  the  District  Commission 
submitted  a low  interest  loan  application  to  DEP,  and  received  the  second  highest  priority 
ranking  of  all  state-wide  applications  for  funding,  which  will  result  in  significant  cost  sav- 
ings to  our  rate  payers. 

Town  Meeting  voted  to  raise  additional  revenue  for  the  Water  Enterprise  System  to 
begin  funding  the  Water  District  expenses  by  raising  the  water  use  rate.  The  new  water  use 
rate  is  $2.13  per  hundred  cubic  feet  of  water,  which  is  an  increase  of  $0.45  per  hundred 
cubic  feet.  This  is  the  first  water  rate  increase  since  1990.  The  sewer  use  rate  remained 
unchanged  at  $4.10  per  hundred  cubic  feet  of  water. 

Engineering  design  work  is  underway  on  a variety  of  projects  including: 

1.  Bike  Path  Crossing  Improvements  at  Sconticut  Neck  Road 

2.  Hydrant  Replacement  Program 

3.  Middle  School  Water  Main  Extension 

4.  Howland  Road  Reconstruction 

5.  South  Street  Pump  Station  Odor  Control 

Also,  construction  was  completed  on  the  following  projects: 

1 . Ultra-violet  Light  Disinfection  at  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant 

2.  Tinkham  Lane  Well  Upgrade 

3.  Little  Bay  Bike  Loop  Extension 

4.  Howland  Road/  Mullen  Bridge  Guardrail  Replacement 

5.  BPW  Building  Roof  Replacement 

Construction  of  the  Nancy  Street  Area  Sewer  Project  is  complete  and  the  roads  have 
been  repaved.  All  of  the  pipe  work  has  been  completed  on  the  Sconticut  Neck  Area  Sewer 
Project,  and  the  new  sewer  pump  stations  will  be  ready  for  operation  in  the  spring  of  2005. 
All  the  disturbed  roads  will  be  repaved  in  2005.  The  projects  went  relatively  smoothly 
but  did  cause  some  inconvenience  and  disruption,  which  is  typical  for  sewer  projects.  We 
appreciate  everyones  patience  and  understanding. 
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ABC  Disposal,  Inc.  was  the  low  bidder  on  the  rubbish  disposal  contract  for  the  next 
three  years.  ABC  Disposal  has  been  providing  this  service  to  the  Town  for  many  years, 
and  has  been  conscientious  and  responsive  to  our  needs.  We  have  been  satisfied  with  their 
service.  A contract  was  awarded  to  ABC  Disposal.  We  look  forward  to  a continuation  of 
good  service  to  our  residents. 

The  Streetscapes  Committee,  an  ad-hoc  committee  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  com- 
pleted their  study  of  landscaping  issues  associated  with  reconstructing  Green  Street  and 
others  in  a manner  that  preserves  and  enhances  the  character  of  the  streets.  The  Committee 
produced  a guidebook  and  distributed  it  for  comment  by  the  various  groups  involved  in  the 
layout  and  beautification  of  our  town  streets.  The  Committee  also  made  two  public  presen- 
tations of  their  work  with  recommendations.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  will  consider  the 
recommendations  of  the  Streetscape’s  Committee  when  they  resume  the  design  work  for 
Green  Street  reconstruction.  A special  thanks  and  debt  of  gratitude  is  deserved  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Streetscapes  Committee  for  their  vision,  community  pride,  dedication  and 
hundreds  of  volunteer  hours  of  effort. 

An  old  clay  sewer  pipe  in  Fort  Street  collapsed  and  cracked  during  the  course  of  recon- 
struction of  the  street  by  the  Highway  Department.  An  evaluation  of  the  structural  integrity 
of  the  pipe  determined  that  it  was  in  very  poor  condition  throughout  and  not  reliable  for 
continued  use.  As  a result,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  declared  an  emergency  and  immedi- 
ately took  steps  to  maintain  sewer  service  to  all  the  affected  homes  by  reconnecting  all  the 
homes  to  another  sewer  pipe  that  is  newer  and  structurally  sound.  The  emergency  sewer 
repair  project  prolonged  the  street  disruption  period.  Also,  with  winter  fast  approaching, 
some  of  the  roadwork  needed  to  be  postponed  until  the  Spring  of  2005.  We  sincerely  appre- 
ciate everyone’s  patience  and  understanding  while  we  addressed  this  problem. 

Operating  year  after  year  with  level  funded  budgets  gets  more  difficult  every  year  to 
continue  to  maintain  the  high  quality  services  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  is  committed 
to  delivering  to  our  residents.  The  costs  of  everything  in  our  operating  budgets  continue  to 
go  up  and  our  responsibilities  increase  but  our  budget  stays  level  funded.  Therefore  it  is  a 
struggle  to  stretch  the  dollars  to  take  care  of  our  needs.  We  do  not  want  to  cut  services  to 
make  ends  meet.  We  hope  that  better  financial  times  lie  ahead.  In  the  meantime,  we  will 
continue  to  do  our  part  to  help  the  Town  to  get  by  under  these  financial  conditions. 

John  Roderiques,  III,  announced  his  decision  not  to  seek  re-election  for  another  term  as 
a Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  Mr.  Roderiques  was  a Commissioner  for  9 
years.  All  of  us  will  remember  and  miss  his  wisdom,  compassion  and  construction  exper- 
tise. We  wish  him  good  health  and  happiness  in  his  future  endeavors  and  thank  him  for  his 
excellent  service  to  the  Town. 
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We  would  like  to  thank  the  employees  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  their  hard  work 
and  strong  commitment  to  the  Town.  We  look  forward  to  helping  all  of  the  residents  in  the 
year  ahead.

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HIGHWAY  DIVISION 


During  the  year  2004,  the  Highway  Department  has  been  very  busy  reconstructing 
streets,  laying  drainage  lines,  cleaning  drainage  ditches,  repairing  manholes  and  catch 
basins,  cold  mix  patching,  grading  dirt  streets,  repairing  sidewalks,  removing  tree  stumps, 
repairing  and  replacing  street  signs,  grass  and  brush  cutting,  street  sweeping,  sanding  and 
snow  plowing  being  the  majority  of  our  work. 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced: 

Main  Street  - Oxford  Street  to  195  Overpass 

Mill  Road  - Route  6 northerly 

Andrew  Avenue  - Marguerite  Street  Southerly  to  end 

The  Street  Reconstruction  Program  included  the  following  streets: 

Binder  Course  Only: 

Dogwood  Street  - Causeway  Road  northerly 
Ivy  Lane  - Cedar  Street  to  Cottage  Street 
Fort  Street  - Church  Street  to  Cottage  Street 

Top  Course  Only: 

Holcomb  Street  - Bridge  Street  to  Route  6 
Morton  Street  - Main  Street  to  Sycamore  Street 
Babbitt  Street  - Hamlet  Street  westerly 
Winona  Avenue  - Sconticut  Neck  Road  westerly 
Adams  Street  - Route  6 to  Washington  Street 

The  above  streets  had  work  done  to  sidewalks,  curbing  and  drainage  as  needed. 

Potholes  remain  a problem  and  are  patched  as  needed.  Crack  sealing  was  performed  on 
various  streets  throughout  the  Town.  Street  sign  vandalism  continues  with  over  135  signs 
being  replaced  or  repaired.  During  our  snow  removal  and  sanding  operations  we  used 
917.73  tons  of  sand  and  249.32  tons  of  salt.  The  Highway  Department  continues  to  operate 
the  Recycle  Center,  Leaf  and  Brush  Compost  area. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  personnel  of  the  Highway  Department  for  their  cooperation 
and  a job  well  done.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 


In  2004,  we  pumped  451,705,650  gallons  of  water  from  our  well  fields  and  purchased 
32,925,464  gallons  of  water  from  the  City  of  New  Bedford  while  the  Tinkham  Lane  well 
was  out  of  service.  Water  personnel  repaired  11  house  service  breaks  and  10  water  main 
breaks.  Seventeen  new  water  services  were  added  to  the  system  and  4 lead  street  ser- 
vices were  replaced  with  copper  tubing.  275  new  meters  were  installed.  The  Department 
replaced  3 old  fire  hydrants  and  15  new  hydrants  were  added.  All  the  fire  hydrants  were 
checked  and  operated  by  the  Fire  Department  and  any  mechanical  problems  reported  were 
corrected.  6,354  feet  of  water  main  were  added  to  the  distribution  system. 

The  Town  of  Fairhaven  has  joined  together  with  the  Towns  of  Mattapoisett,  Marion  and 
Rochester  to  form  a Regional  Water  District  Commission.  The  purpose  of  the  Commission 
is  to  oversee  the  design  and  construction  of  a Water  Treatment  Facility  to  treat  the  water 
withdrawn  from  The  Mattapoisett  River  Valley  for  iron  and  manganese  removal.  The  pro- 
jected completion  of  the  design  phase  of  the  project  is  October,  2005. 

The  following  water  projects  were  completed  in  2004  or  are  currently  under  way: 

A)  Improvements  to  the  Tinkham  Lane  well  and  pumping  station  have  been  com- 
pleted, adding  200,000  gallons  per  day  of  water  supply  capacity. 

B)  Construction  plans  and  documents  are  being  completed  for  the  first  phase  of  a 
hydrant  replacement  program. 

C)  A finalized  set  of  plans  have  been  submitted  for  a water  main  extension  from 
Huttleston  Avenue  to  School  Street.  The  project,  once  completed,  will  improve 
fire  flows  to  the  area  around  the  Middle  School. 

D)  Re-negotiations  are  underway  with  the  city  of  New  Bedford  for  an  emergency 
water  supply  agreement.  This  agreement  allows  the  Town  to  purchase  water 
from  New  Bedford  in  emergencies  when  we  are  unable  to  meet  the  water  needs 
from  our  own  sources. 

E)  Cleaning  of  the  Wolf  Island  Road  Well  #1  and  #3  to  increase  capacity. 

I would  like  to  thank  my  staff  and  all  Town  Departments  for  their  continued  support 
during  the  year.

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WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITY 


This  year's  performance  of  our  5 million  gallon  per  day  facility  on  Arsene  Street  was 
well  within  our  permit  limits,  withBOD5  and  TSS  levels  of  8.6  mg/1  and  10.5  mg/ 1 respec- 
tively (state  and  federal  permit  levels  are  30  mg/1).  We  have  submitted  an  application  for 
the  renewal  of  our  NPDES  permit  and  are  awaiting  our  new  permit  parameters.  This  permit 
may  introduce  nitrogen  limits  to  our  list  of  regulated  discharges.  We  did  an  extensive  study 
on  nitrogen  during  the  summer  in  conjunction  with  our  consulting  engineers.  Fay,  Spof- 
ford  and  Thorndike,  Inc.  (FST),  and  have  a good  understanding  of  what  the  current  plants 
abilities  are.  We  are  awaiting  the  state  review  of  this  study  to  determine  our  next  course 
of  action.  We  also  completed  the  renovation  of  our  chlorine  building  to  ultraviolet  light 
disinfection,  which  greatly  improves  the  reduction  of  fecal  coliform  in  the  effluent.  It  also 
eliminated  the  use  of  chlorine,  which  was  always  a major  safety  issue  for  us. 

We  have  contracted  with  FST  to  assist  us  in  the  evaluation  of  the  treatment  plant  on 
Arsene  Street  as  it  is  now  fifteen  years  old.  They  will  advise  us  on  what  types  of  upgrades 
and  reconstruction  should  be  done  to  assure  that  we  continue  to  meet  all  permit  param- 
eters and  that  its  buildings  and  infrastructure  remain  in  good  condition.  We  are  also  in  the 
process  of  deciding  which  type  of  odor  control  unit  we  want  to  install  at  the  South  Street 
pumping  station  with  the  assistance  of  FST. 

Mattapoisett  contributed  72,240,428  gallons  of  the  total  784,750,000  gallons  received 
at  the  plant  this  year  and  739,900  gallons  of  septic  waste  from  the  towns  of  Fairhaven, 
Mattapoisett,  Rochester,  Acushnet,  Freetown,  and  Marion  were  accepted.  The  collection 
system  staff  inspected  a total  of  73  new  individual  sewer  installations.  The  treatment  pro- 
cess yielded  5 1 1 tons  of  biosolids  this  year,  which  were  hauled  offsite  in  liquid  form  by 
Synagro  Northeast. 

We  are  proud  to  report  that  the  West  Island  treatment  facility  has  consistently  met  its 
permit  parameters  for  the  six  years  it  has  been  online.  The  facility  received  1 1 ,669,445  gal- 
lons of  wastewater  in  2004.  Our  permit  levels  for  BOD5  (30mg/l),  TSS  (30mg/l)  and  Total 
Nitrogen  (lOmg/1)  were  met  with  the  annual  averages  being  BOD5  (12.0  mg/1),  TSS  (9.0 
mg/1  and  Total  Nitrogen  (7.0  mg/1). 

We  completed  the  Nancy  Street  sewer  project  this  year  and  are  nearing  completion  on 
the  Sconticut  Neck  project.  All  piping  has  been  completed  and  all  that  remains  is  comple- 
tion and  testing  of  the  five  new  pump  stations,  which  will  be  done  thru  the  winter  and  com- 
plete in  the  spring  of  2005.  The  completion  of  these  two  projects  will  allow  sewer  available 
to  nearly  700  additional  homeowners. 

Congratulations  to  Jeff  Carreiro,  who  obtained  his  grade  VII  wastewater  license  and 
grade  IV  collection  system  license,  which  are  the  highest  attainable  licenses  issued  thru  the 
state  of  Massachusetts.  Congratulations  also  to  Jeff  Furtado  and  Ray  Paczosa  for  obtain- 
ing their  grade  IV  collection  system  license.  The  time  and  effort  required  to  obtain  these 
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certifications  show  the  commitment  that  the  staff  have  to  this  Town  and  I am  very  proud 
to  have  the  best  team  I have  worked  with  in  my  eighteen  years  as  Superintendent  of  this 
department. 

We  invite  all  Townspeople  to  visit  either  of  our  facilities  and  meet  the  people  who  are 
committed  to  serving  you  twenty  four  hours  a day.  It  is  with  great  pride  that  we  continue  to 
provide  these  essential  services  to  the  Town. 
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PARK  DEPARTMENT 


The  Park  Department  has  been  very  busy  in  2004  with  repairs  and  maintenance  work 
done  to  our  parks,  beaches,  recreation  areas  and  Town  memorials.  This  department  main- 
tains six  parks,  two  cemeteries,  the  bike  paths.  Fort  Phoenix,  West  Island  Town  Beach  and 
25  other  Town  owned  sites.  The  Park  Department  also  provides  the  lifeguards  and  gate 
attendants  at  the  Town  Beach.  The  Park  Department  is  responsible  for  over  59  acres  of 
grounds  and  beach  keeping. 

In  our  park  areas  the  crew  repaired  all  fencing  and  ball  field  backstops.  Park  buildings 
have  had  roofs  repaired  as  vandals  continue  to  pull  the  shingles  from  them.  The  buildings 
have  also  been  painted  several  times  to  cover  up  graffiti  painted  on  them. 

The  reconstruction  of  Livesey  Park  which  began  in  August  of  2003  is  nearing  comple- 
tion. The  grass  is  growing  well  on  the  ball  fields  and  we  anticipate  resuming  use  of  the 
fields  in  2005.  The  new  benches,  picnic  tables  and  plantings  have  been  added.  Please  come 
back  and  enjoy  the  park  again.  Vandalism  is  an  ongoing  problem  at  Livesey  Park  and  is 
being  addressed. 

The  Little  Bay  Bike  Loop  has  been  completed  and  offers  a scenic  path  overlooking 
Little  Bay. 

All  the  ball  fields  were  weeded  and  graded  to  playable  conditions. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  men  and  women  of  the  Park  Department  for  their  cooperation 
and  a job  well  done.

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OFFICE  OF  TOURISM 


The  year  began  with  the  seventh  annual  July  Fourth  Costume  parade  for  2003.  Once 
again,  the  event  proceeded  smoothly,  with  Tourism  Committee  member  Charles  Cromwell 
again  serving  as  the  parade  marshall. 

Fort  Phoenix  volunteers  of  the  Fairhaven  Village  Militia  were  on  duty  Thursday  and 
Sunday  afternoons  from  July  through  September  2003  and  continued  duty  in  June,  2004. 
Members  of  the  group  also  supported  the  Friday  morning  Office  of  Tourism  walking  tours 
with  musket  firing  demonstrations  and  participated  in  tours  of  Fort  Phoenix  given  to  area 
school  children.  Generally  speaking,  there  were  guides  on  duty  at  the  fort  seven  to  nine 
hours  a week  for  about  1 8 weeks. 

Henry  Huttleston  Rogers  walking  tours  were  given  on  Thursday  mornings  during  the 
summer,  and  other  tours  were  presented  on  weekends  in  the  spring  and  fall,  including  four 
tours  in  River-Side  Cemetery,  which  were  very  well  attended.  The  cemetery  tours  were 
guided  by  volunteer  Sandra  Main. 

Promotion  of  Fairhaven  also  continued  with  paid  advertising  placed  in  the  Bristol 
County  Explorer  guide  book,  the  Traveler  newspaper.  South  Coast  INSIDER,  the  Standard- 
Times’  Seaside  and  Topics  supplements,  Getty's  Koupons  for  Kids  guide,  The  Free  Press, 
Gateway  to  Cape  Cod,  several  hotel  guide  books  and  other  publications.  In  addition,  press 
releases  and  photos  about  Fairhaven  and  special  events  were  distributed  to  the  press. 

On  September  6 and  7,  the  Office  of  Tourism  and  the  Fairhaven  Village  Militia  co-spon- 
sored an  overnight  historical  encampment  at  Fort  Phoenix  in  remembrance  of  the  British 
attack  on  the  town  225  years  earlier.  Hundreds  of  people  visited  the  colonial  campsite 
over  the  course  of  the  weekend.  At  sunset,  with  a large  crowd  gathered  to  watch,  the  fort's 
cannons  were  fired.  The  weekend  was  judged  to  be  a success  and  plans  were  developed  to 
make  the  encampment  an  annual  event. 

In  the  fall,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  invited  organizations  to  present  proposals  for  uses 
of  the  Fairhaven  Academy  Building,  since  so  little  activity  had  gone  on  there  in  recent 
years.  Consequently,  the  Office  of  Tourism  once  again  submitted  a proposal  to  relocate  the 
Visitors  Center  to  the  west  side  of  the  first  floor.  As  was  the  case  with  a similar  proposal  a 
few  years  earlier,  the  move  was  opposed  by  the  Fairhaven  Historical  Society,  Inc.,  which 
currently  has  free  use  of  the  building.  At  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  January 
2004,  the  Society  asked  that  the  group's  new  president  be  given  a chance  to  organize  and 
begin  new  programs  at  the  building.  The  Office  of  Tourism  withdrew  its  proposal,  but  the 
selectmen  stated  that  the  use  of  the  Academy  building  would  be  reviewed  periodically. 

The  sixth  Very  Victorian  Holiday  was  held  in  December  2003.  This  event  was  success- 
ful and  attracted  many  visitors. 
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Through  the  year,  a number  of  tours  and/  or  talks  were  given  for  a variety  of  groups, 
including  FHS  reunion  classes,  Acushnet  Cub  Scouts,  St.  Lawrence  Church  Cub  Scouts, 
UMass  Dartmouth,  Heritage  Senior  Center,  New  Bedford  Adult  Education,  school  groups 
from  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  and  other  area  schools. 

Because  of  continuing  complaints  by  one  neighbor  of  Fort  Phoenix  with  regard  to  the 
Office  of  Tourism's  tours  and  programs  at  the  fort,  invitations  to  an  April  walking  tour 
were  mailed  to  35  fort  area  neighbors  so  they  could  view  first-hand  the  Fort  Phoenix  pre- 
sentations. The  tour  was  very  well  attended,  with  more  than  50  people  watching  the  presen- 
tation, many  of  whom  expressed  positive  support  for  what  was  being  done  at  the  fort. 

In  May,  2004  , Mr.  Richard  was  interviewed  by  a television  documentary  producer,  Ms. 
Ayumi  Sato,  who  was  filming  a story  about  Manjiro  Nakahama.  The  interview  was  video- 
taped at  the  Harrop  Center. 

Printing  during  the  year  included  1,000  Winter  Events  Calendars,  1,500  Victorian 
Holiday  Programs,  2,500  Summer  Events  Calendars  and  5,000  copies  of  a newly  revised 
brochure  on  Henry  H.  Rogers.  Visitors  Guide  booklets  did  not  need  reprinting  this  year 
because  an  adequate  supply  remained.  The  Office  of  Tourism  also  provided  meeting  space 
and  guidance  for  a group  of  merchants  who  produced,  at  their  own  expense,  a brochure  on 
shopping  and  dining  in  Fairhaven 's  center. 

Travel  was  down  somewhat  because  of  the  economy  and  other  factors.  Visitors  signed 
in  from  24  states  and  from  Canada,  England,  Bermuda  and  Japan.

AND  SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby  submit  my  Annual  Report  covering  Fiscal  Year  2004,  as  required  by  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws  Chapter  72  Section  4. 

CURRICULUM 

The  Fairhaven  Public  School  system  is  involved  in  an  ongoing  process  of  alignment, 
implementation,  monitoring,  and  assessment  of  its  curriculum.  These  revisions  have  sub- 
stantial implications  for  staff  training  and  the  selection  of  textbooks  and  supplementary 
materials  as  a result  of  the  Federal  Act,  No  Child  Left  Behind  (NCLB).  These  changes  also 
have  a financial  impact  in  necessitating  funds  for  texts,  professional  development  consul- 
tants, teacher  stipends,  and  providing  substitute  teachers  in  implementing  the  professional 
development  activities  mandated  by  the  state’s  Educational  Reform  Act.  Textbooks  were 
purchased  in  the  areas  of  Social  Studies,  English,  Mathematics,  and  Science. 

Staff  at  all  grade  levels  meet  regularly  to  communicate  grade  and  cross-grade  teaching 
strategies  with  each  other.  This  ongoing  process  assists  teachers  in  the  implementation  of 
standards  in  their  daily  classroom  practice.  Preschool  and  kindergarten  staff  meet  monthly 
to  monitor,  review,  and  evaluate  all  aspects  of  the  program  utilized  in  the  eight  full-day 
kindergartens  as  well  as  our  three  preschools.  The  curriculum  is  focused  on  developing 
foundations  for  teaching,  learning,  and  assessment  in  each  of  the  Massachusetts  Curricu- 
lum Frameworks.  The  full-day  kindergarten  and  preschool  programs  continue  to  pursue 
accreditation  with  the  National  Association  of  Young  Children.  Full-day  kindergarten  is 
supported  in  part  through  a Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  grant.  The  Department 
of  Education  strongly  encourages  the  operation  of  full-day  kindergartens  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  The  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  district’s  Preschool  through  Grade 
12  Health  and  Physical  Education  and  English  Language  Arts  curriculum  and  the  near 
completion  of  the  district’s  Preschool  through  Grade  12  Mathematics  Curriculum  (to  be 
completed  in  the  Spring  of  2005). 

SPECIAL  NEEDS 

The  Fairhaven  Public  School  system  develops  and  provides  specialized  programs  and 
services  for  those  students  identified,  via  the  individual  education  plan,  as  in  need  of  Spe- 
cial Education  services.  These  programs  are  reviewed  annually  and  are  offered  in  all  six 
schools.  Each  school  provides  students  with  the  opportunity  for  “Inclusion”.  This  allows 
students  with  challenges  to  be  educated,  with  nondisabled  peers,  identified  as  “role  models”. 
Inclusion  is  part  of  President  Bush’s  initiative  of  “No  Child  Left  Behind”.  This  initiative 
provides  special  needs  student’s  educational  opportunities  in  the  least  restructive  environ- 
ment. Students  are  taught  by  both  regular  and  special  education  staff  who  are  required  to  be 
highly  qualified.  This  provides  students  with  a special  education  teacher,  regular  education 
teacher  and  a paraprofessional  assistant.  Professional  development  is  provided  in  the  areas 
of  math,  literacy,  reading  and  differentiated  instruction. 
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Inclusion  activities  presently  in  place  have  been  expanded  to  promote  the  full  involve- 
ment of  more  severely  handicapped  students.  Programs  of  this  type  are  in  place  at  all 
levels.  Continued  and  expanded  training  for  both  regular  and  special  education  teachers  is 
being  provided.  Significant  funds  from  various  federal  grants  are  set  aside  to  support  this 
training.  During  the  past  year,  training  has  continued  to  keep  skills  current  with  relevant 
educational  issues.  In  order  to  meet  the  varying  academic  needs  of  all  students,  a signifi- 
cant focus  has  been  placed  on  training  staff  in  “differentiated  instruction”  techniques. 

State  mandated  requirements  and  continual  changes  in  federal  law  necessitate  the  need 
for  increases  in  special  needs  budgets.  These  increases  are  more  dramatic  than  that  of  the 
regular  program  due  to  the  specialized  types  of  instruction  required.  Referrals  for  students 
with  more  severe  challenges  continue  to  increase.  Numbers  of  students  diagnosed  as  autis- 
tic, or  on  the  spectrum  of  the  disorder,  have  increased  dramatically.  To  educate  these  stu- 
dents is  a costly  and  complicated  process.  The  requirements  for  assistive  technology  con- 
tinues to  grow.  Students  with  language  disorders,  feeding  issues,  vision  and  hearing  issues 
as  well  as  physical  needs  necessitate  purchasing  assistive  technology.  This  assistive  tech- 
nology provides  students  the  opportunity  to  access  the  curriculum  in  the  way  that  allows 
them  to  maximize  their  potential.  State  and  federal  law  mandates  such  equipment  when 
recommended  by  the  lEP  team.  Nevertheless,  the  school  department  continues  to  strive  to 
strike  a balance  between  the  needs  of  regular  education  students  and  special  education  stu- 
dents; providing  meaningful  educational  services  to  all  Fairhaven  students.  Over  the  years, 
the  special  needs  population  has  grown  due  to  early  intervention  referrals  of  3 year  olds, 
DSS  placements  and  move-ins  which  continue  to  impact  on  the  program.  DSS  continues  to 
place  children  in  foster  homes  without  any  regard  as  to  what  capabilities  Fairhaven  has  to 
address  the  academic  needs  of  these  children.  Many  of  these  students  have  extraordinary 
needs.  Seldom  is  advanced  warning  given  concerning  their  arrival,  nor  does  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Education  require  DSS  to  inform  us  of  these  placements. 

Preschool  students  are  educated  in  inclusive;  non-special  education  programs  and  in 
modified  regular  education  programs  where  possible.  Referrals  for  3 & 4 year-old  stu- 
dents keep  increasing.  Students  come  to  us  from  Early  Intervention  programs  or  from  our 
in-town  screening  programs.  These  screenings  are  done  each  spring  or  as  needed,  on  a 
monthly  basis. 

Fairhaven ’s  special  needs  pre-school  program,  housed  at  the  Rogers  and  East  Fairhaven 
Schools,  is  innovative  and  productive.  It  provides  early  intervention  for  3 & 4 year  old 
students  and  in  many  cases,  eliminates  the  need  for  special  education  services  as  the  child 
grows  older.  The  program  provides  half  day  programs,  and  in  the  case  of  children  with 
significant  special  needs,  full  day  programming.  Our  integrated  pre-school  program  has 
expanded  to  4 classes  this  year  and  is  very  successful.  Our  preschool  and  kindergarten  are 
currently  working  on  accreditation  through  the  National  Association  for  the  Education  of 
Young  Children.  This  accreditation  is  not  easily  earned  and  gives  evidence  to  excellence. 
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An  early  childhood  class  at  the  Oxford  School  addresses  the  needs  of  students  ages  6-8, 
who  have  global  special  needs.  These  children  are  now  in  inclusion  classes  with  a class- 
room support  person  providing  a least  restricted  program.  Those  youngsters  not  needing  a 
class  placement  but  having  language  needs,  occupational  therapy,  and/  or  physical  therapy 
can  receive  these  at  their  neighborhood  schools. 

Students  with  low  incidence  highly  involved  special  needs  challenges  are  provided  ser- 
vices in  specialized  out-of-district  facilities.  Currently,  21  students  are  enrolled  in  the  fol- 
lowing out-of-district  programs:  Deaconess  Home,  Fall  River;  Cardinal  Cushing,  Hanover; 
Kennedy-Donovan  Center,  New  Bedford;  New  Bedford  Hearing  Impaired  Program; 
READS  Collaborative,  Middleboro;  South  Coast  Educational  Collaborative,  Seekonk; 
Southeast  Alternative  High  School  in  Middleboro  and  F.L.  Chamberlain  in  Middleboro. 
The  number  of  students  in  out-of-town  placements  has  increased.  The  tuition  of  the  schools 
is  set  by  the  state  and  has  increased  in  all  cases  and  continues  to  do  so  annually.  The 
increases  can  come  at  anytime  during  the  year  and  are  usually  retroactive  to  July  1 and  are 
customarily  at  the  rate  of  6%. 

The  Fairhaven  Public  School  District  is  a member  in  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
Educational  Collaborative  (SMEC)  which  serves  selected  students  with  developmental 
disabilities.  There  are  programs  for  students  in  need  of  behavior  management  services, 
career  exploration  activities,  and  training  in  daily  living  skills  and  job  coaching. 

The  Fairhaven  Special  Needs  Parent  Advisory  Council  continues  to  be  a supportive 
group.  Fairhaven  and  Acushnet  have  Joined  to  form  one  P.A.C.  The  P. A.C.  is  invited  to 
participate  with  the  administrators  of  special  needs  on  special  needs  projects.  The  P.A.C. 
meets  bi-monthly  at  the  Hastings  Middle  School  or  Ford  Middle  School  and  continues  to 
develop  programs  for  parents  and  be  of  support  to  the  special  needs  administrators,  of  both 
communities. 

Amendments  to  Special  Education  Regulations  have  been  put  into  effect.  These  regu- 
latory reforms  are  designed  to  do  two  basic  things:  first,  to  ensure  that  special  educa- 
tion resources  are  not  expended  on  students  who  are  not  disabled  and  second,  to  provide 
some  administrative  flexibility  in  order  to  increase  the  educational  productivity  of  those 
resources.  The  revised  regulations  took  effect  on  September  1,  2000.  Special  Education 
continues  to  consume  a large  portion  of  the  Fairhaven  School  District’s  Annual  Budget. 
Increased  enrollments  in  Special  Education,  coupled  with  a “level  services’’  budget  strains 
the  resources  of  our  regular  education  budget,  despite  receipt  of  “ Circuit  Breaker’’  funds 
for  special  education,  from  the  State. 

In  terms  of  MCAS,  the  subgroup  special  needs  in  grades  6 - 8 failed  to  meet  Adequate 
Yearly  Progress  (AYP)  in  all  areas  tested;  English/  Language  Arts  and  Mathematics.  How- 
ever, students’  scores  are  at  the  uppermost  subinterval  of  the  failing  category.  Hopefully, 
various  remedial  and  instructional  adjustments  will  help  propel  these  students  into  the 
passing  category  of  Needs  Improvement.  Staff  members  are  working  hard  to  assist  these 
students. 
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STATE  MANDATED  TESTING 


This  was  the  seventh  consecutive  year  that  the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assess- 
ment System  (MCAS)  was  administered  to  students  in  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools.  Stu- 
dents in  grades  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  and  10  were  included  in  the  assessment.  Grade  levels  were 
administered  assessments  in  different  subject  disciplines.

Passing  the  grade  ten  MCAS  is  a requirement  for  high  school  graduation.  Students  who 
failed  their  tenth  grade  MCAS  and  others  who  failed  retests  are  afforded  opportunities  for 
academic  support  during  and  after  the  school  day  as  well  as  additional  support  during  the 
summer.  This  support  was  provided,  in  part,  through  Massachusetts  Department  of  Edu- 
cation grants.  However,  academic  remediation  tutoring  funds  have  been  cut  dramatically 
since  2003.  All  but  three  students  in  this  class  of  2004  have  passed  the  MCAS. 


Student  results  are  reported  in  the  following  categories:  Warning,  Needs  Improvement, 
and  Proficient  for  grade  three.  Grades  four,  six,  seven,  and  eight  results  are  reported  as 
Warning,  Needs  Improvement,  Proficient,  and  Advanced.  The  reporting  categories  for 
grade  ten  are  Failing,  Needs  Improvement,  Proficient,  and  Advanced. 


Grade  3 MCAS  Reading  results  show  Fairhaven  at  10%  point  higher  than  the  State  in 
the  “Proficient”  category  with  5%  fewer  failures.  Grade  4 results  in  English  Language  Arts 
show  54%  performing  in  the  Advanced/  Proficient  category,  up  from  50%,  with  only  5% 
receiving  a warning;  4%  fewer  than  the  State  average  and  4%  better  than  the  previous  year. 
Mathematics  results  were  similar  to  2003  results.  Mathematics  continues  to  show  a need 
for  improvement.  Grade  5 Science/  Technology  MCAS  scores  reflected  heightened  num- 
bers of  students  in  the  proficient  category;  7%  increase  over  last  year.  Grade  6 Mathematics 
results  show  a continual  decline  in  warnings  with  34%  students  performing  at  Advanced/ 
Proficient  levels.  Grade  7 English/  Language  results  showed  some  decrease  within  each 
performance  level  from  2003  scores.  Overall,  Grade  8 Mathematics  results  show  consider- 
able improvement  in  all  areas  with  the  exception  of  the  Proficient  category.  It  is  our  goal  for 
this  trend  to  continue.  Grade  10  results  show  continued  improvement  in  all  performance 
levels  in  English  language  arts  and  mathematics.  In  Mathematics,  Fairhaven  students  per- 
formed better  than  the  State  in  all  categories.  Significant  increases  were  realized  in  the 
highest  two  categories;  Advanced  and  Proficient.  Only  7%  failed.  In  English/  Language 
Arts,  Grade  10  students  achieved  far  greater  success  than  in  2003.  Proficient  category 
results  jumped  from  46%  in  2003  to  55%  in  2004  in  the  Proficient  category  and  from  14% 
to  16%  in  the  Advanced  category.  The  results  also  demonstrated  5%  fewer  students  who 
Need  Improvement  and  6%  fewer  students  who  failed  as  compared  to  2003. 
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In  conclusion,  these  2004  MCAS  results  show  continual,  significant,  improvement  in 
Grades  3 to  12.  Gratitude  must  be  extended  to  all  PreK-12  staff,  students,  parents,  and 
volunteers  who  work  tirelessly  to  make  this  dream  a reality. 

Test  data  analysis  has  been  ongoing  after  school  since  September.  Building  principals, 
academic  coordinators,  and  all  teaching  staff  regularly  meet  and  have  been  intensively 
involved  in  their  individual  schools’  analysis  and  the  implications  these  results  have  for 
classroom  instruction.  Each  school’s  report  was  presented  to  the  School  Committee  in 
January.  In  addition  to  this  analysis,  Hastings  Middle  School  staff  has  participated  in  a 
multi-session  analysis  of  2004  mathematics  results  through  a grant  with  Boston  College. 

Performance  and  Improvement  ratings  are  used  to  track  schools’  progress  toward  meet- 
ing the  Federal  goal  of  all  students  achieving  proficiency  in  English  language  arts  and 
mathematics  by  2013-2014.  Mid-cycle  reports  were  issued  in  November  for  the  district 
and  for  all  schools.  This  is  the  first  year  that  students  were  reported  as  subgroups.  Separate 
ratings  were  issued  for  students  with  disabilities,  and  students  receiving  free  and  reduced 
lunch.  This  is  in  the  spirit  of  No  Child  Left  Behind;  all  students  are  to  receive  an  educa- 
tion that  will  help  them  become  proficient  in  English  Language  Arts  and  mathematics  as 
reported  through  MCAS. 

As  a result  of  the  January,  2002,  Federal  Act,  No  Child  Left  Behind,  (NCLB),  the 
Fairhaven  Public  Schools  continues  its  endeavor  to  meet  the  five  national  goals: 

Goal  1 All  Students  Proficient  or  Advanced  in  Reading/  English  Language  Arts  and 
Mathematics  by  2013-2014 

Goal  2 All  Limited  English  Proficient  Students  Proficient  in  English  and  Reaching 
High  Academic  Standards  in  Core  Subjects 

Goal  3 All  Students  Taught  by  Highly  qualified  Teachers  in  2005-2006 

Goal  4 All  Students  Educated  in  Learning  Environments  that  are  Safe,  Drug-free,  and 
Conducive  to  Learning 

Goal  5 All  Students  Graduate  from  High  School 

KINDERGARTEN  ENTRY  AGE  AND  SCREENING 

During  the  2002-2003  school  year,  the  Fairhaven  School  Department  continued  screen- 
ing activities  for  new  kindergarten  entry  age  students.  All  students  must  turn  five  (5)  by 
September  1 of  the  year  that  they  enter  Kindergarten.  A total  of  159  students  were  screened 
in  the  Fall  of  2004. 
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We  are  now  in  the  fourth  year  of  full  day  kindergarten.  The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools 
is  intent  on  providing  high  quality  kindergarten  programs.  Developmentally  appropriate 
practices  are  evident  in  our  full-day  kindergartens.  The  research  base  that  exists  about  how 
children  develop  and  learn  as  well  as  what  constitutes  effective  instruction  will  support 
children’s  development  and  learning.  These  full  day  programs  prepare  children  in  aca- 
demic and  social  areas  for  the  rigors  of  education. 

POINT  OF  SALE  (POS)  SYSTEM 

Sodexho  Food  Management  Services  with  the  assistance  of  the  Fairhaven  School 
Department  has  implemented  a Point  of  Sale  (POS)  System  in  our  school  cafeterias.  Stu- 
dents now  punch  in  a user  number  allowing  parents/  guardians  to  prepay  lunch  costs.  The 
system  also  provides  anonymity  for  families  whose  children  may  be  taking  advantage  of 
free  and  reduced  lunch/  breakfast  prices.  Numbers  of  students  receiving  free  and  reduced 
lunch/  breakfast  prices  significantly  affect  our  State  funding  levels.  We  will  continue  to 
monitor  this  operation  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year. 

TITLE  I 

The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  Title  I program  provides  tutoring  by  nine  teacher-certi- 
fied teacher/  tutors  in  English/  Language  Arts  and  Mathematics  for  students  in  Grades  K 
- 8.  Additional,  after-school  tutoring  is  offered  for  Grades  3 - 5.  A parent  liaison  position 
has  been  established  at  the  Middle  School  to  further  support  the  school/  home  connection 
and  student  success. 

PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 

Fairhaven  educators  hold  high  expectations  for  their  students  and  themselves.  Fairhaven 
educators  are  committed  to  participation  in  on-going  professional  development  opportuni- 
ties offered  within  the  district,  at  colleges  and  universities,  as  well  as  attendance  at  profes- 
sional workshops,  conferences,  and  seminars.  Professional  development  of  staff  is  man- 
dated by  the  Education  Reform  Act  of  1993  Professional  Development  supports  a teacher’s 
knowledge,  skills,  and  practice  as  it  leads  to  the  expectation  of  improved  student  learning 
and  achievement.  It  is  connected  to  the  Massachusetts  Curriculum  Frameworks  and  the 
teacher’s  content/  certification  area.  All  teachers  are  mandated  by  the  Federal  act.  No  Child 
Left  Behind,  to  be  highly  qualified  in  2006. 

The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  continues  to  involve  all  teaching  staff  in  the  graduate 
course.  Research  for  Better  Teaching  - The  Skillful  Teacher.  This  initiative  is  in  its  tenth 
year.  The  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  continues  to  see  an  increase  in  new  teaching  staff.  As 
a result,  the  mentoring  and  induction  program  continues  to  provide  a systematic  structure 
of  support  for  beginning  teachers.  The  district  has  a cadre  of  thirty  teacher  mentors  and 
two  administrative  trained  mentors  to  assist  new  teachers  in  reaching  success.  It  is  crucial 
that  we  provide  continual  professional  development  support  for  beginning  teachers  as  they 
endeavor  to  develop  effective  practices  and  strategies  in  their  classrooms. 
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What  teachers  know  and  can  do  is  the  primary  factor  affecting  what  students  learn.  To 
that  end,  the  following  in-district  professional  development  workshops  and  courses  have 
been  offered  to  staff  during  2003-2004.

FAIRHAVEN  HIGH  SCHOOL  PROJECT  ^ 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Fairhaven  High  School  Building  Committee  reached  a 
resolution  concerning  additional  seating  in  the  gymnasium  and  are  optimistic  that  work  can 
be  commenced  soon.  The  refurbished  high  school  facilities  are  beginning  to  require  funds 
for  building  maintenance.  Technology,  installed  with  the  project,  is  in  the  process  of  being 
upgraded  for  the  second  time  using  school  district  funds. 
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FAIRHAVEN  HIGH  SCHOOL  ACCREDITATION 


In  April  of  2003,  Fairhaven  High  School  received  notification  from  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC)  that  the  Commission  on  Public  Secondary 
Schools  had  voted  to  award  Fairhaven  High  School  continued  accreditation  in  the  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

During  the  remainder  of  2003,  Fairhaven  High  School  has  been  actively  engaged  in  pre- 
paring for  the  next  step  in  the  accreditation  process.  A two- Year  Progress  Report  was  sub- 
mitted to  NEASC  in  October  of  2004.  This  report  focused  on  the  work  and  the  status  of  the 
recommendations  for  improvement  that  were  outlined  by  the  evaluation  committee  when 
the  school  was  reviewed  in  October  of  2002.  The  Follow-Up  Committee,  which  is  chaired 
by  Fairhaven  High  School  Vice  Principal,  Mary  Jane  Muello,  has  been  working  with  staff 
to  assess  the  thirteen  highlighted  recommendations  and  associated  issues  outlined  by  the 
Commission.  Public  information  on  the  Follow-Up  Report  can  be  accessed  through  Mary 
Jane  Muello,  the  Vice  Principal,  at  Fairhaven  High  School. 

FISCAL  MANAGEMENT 

As  Superintendent  of  Schools,  my  charge  has  been  effective  leadership  of  the  school 
department.  Each  day,  my  focus  has  been  what  will  provide  the  best  for  students  and  staff 
so  that  all  are  excited  about  being  in  school.  The  financial  experiences  that  the  Fairhaven 
School  Department  has  had  this  year,  and  prior  years  of  level-funded  or  minimal  increase 
budgets,  have  made  it  difficult  to  provide  the  right  conditions  to  accomplish  this.  A school 
department’s  budget  is  education’s  best  tool  as  well  as  a means  to  an  end.  Let’s  not  forget 
that  the  end  is  the  children. 

It  is  true  that  the  school  department’s  budget  experienced  a $60,000  deficit  in  the  last 
month  of  the  2003-04  fiscal  year.  This  deficit  was  addressed  by  transferring  $60,000  in 
Trust  Funds  to  the  School  Budget  to  make  payment  for  maintenance  activities  performed 
on  the  schools.  Reclassifications  such  as  these  have  occurred  under  prior  administrations 
and  School  Committees.  Such  is  the  purpose  of  the  Trust.  The  balance  of  the  Trusts  after 
this  transaction  was  $170,408.  Conseuently,  the  FY’04  closed  in  the  black  Many  factors 
contributed  to  this  deficit.  These  included  unanticipated  reduced  state  reimbursement  rates 
for  special  education  and  increased  special  needs  services  to  students  resulting  in  a $1.1 
million  deficit  in  the  special  needs  budget,  unexpected  increased  utility  costs,  transition  to 
a new  financial  management  software  package,  multiple  years  of  level-funded  budgets  and 
a two-month  absence  of  a business  administrator  in  the  fall  and  subsequent  replacement 
of  a School  Business  Administrator  without  school  business  certification  or  experience.  In 
addition,  the  fiscal  year  ‘04  budget  was  set  in  the  fall  of  2002,  prior  to  the  district  having 
figures  of  actual  fiscal  ‘03  expenditures  to  help  with  projections.  As  a result,  the  2003-04 
budget,  when  created,  was  a “best  estimate”  budget  based  on  information  available  at  the 
time.  Appropriate  business  office  procedures  have  been  put  in  place  to  avoid  inaccurate 
budget  status  reporting  and  to  negate  overspending  at  year  end  in  June  2005. 
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Because  school  district  accounting  functions  takes  special  expertise,  most  school  dis- 
tricts in  the  commonwealth  hire  qualified  individuals  to  take  primary  responsibility  for 
managing  and  controlling  the  financial  affairs  of  the  system.  This  includes  tracking  and 
providing  accurate,  timely,  financial  information  for  the  school  board  and  superintendent 
of  schools.  School  Committee  members  (as  well  as  superintendents)  should  not  be  sur- 
prised by  inaccurate  financial  projections. 

The  budget  shortfall  was  addressed  by  unpopular  cuts  beginning  in  August  2003.  Cost 
saving  measures  continued  through  June  of  2004,  directly  impacting  students  and  employee 
morale.  Use  of  increased  grant  revenues,  a spending  freeze,  reduction  of  staff  and  the 
hiring  of  new  employees  at  lower  salary  levels  helped  make  up  the  shortage.  The  2003-04 
year  was  not  an  easy  year  to  manage  financially.  Of  note  is  that  the  district  experienced  a 
line-item  deficit  of  $122,135  in  utility  cost  overruns  for  the  year. 

The  2003-04  school  year  reflected  spending  in  special  needs  that  was  out  of  control. 
Had  unpopular  steps,  in  the  regular  education  budget,  not  been  taken  to  address  the  $1.1 
million  special  needs  deficit,  the  year-end  shortfall  would  have  been  far  greater.  There  are 
areas  that  superintendents  have  no  authority  over;  setting  the  percentage  increase  for  staff 
wages,  and  hiring  the  business  administrator  and  special  needs  director. 

There  has  been  concern  expressed  about  the  status  of  the  new  school  year’s  budget. 
Make  no  mistake;  it  is  a bare  bones  budget.  The  budget  should  meet  estimated  costs  barring 
any  major  unforeseen  emergencies,  unbudgeted  negotiated  salary  increases,  and  presently 
unknown  future  costs  for  special  needs  students.  These  expectations  have  been  discussed 
repeatedly  with  town  officials  and  School  Committee  members.  All  employee  groups  have 
been  in  the  process  of  negotiations  this  year.  It  appears  that  the  teachers’  union,  after  a very 
lengthy  and  difficult  process,  will  ratify  a contract  effective  through  2007,  as  proposed  by 
Andrew  Tillett,  School  Committee  Chairperson. 

On  a personal  note,  my  whole  adult  life  has  been  devoted  to  the  quality  of  education  for 
Fairhaven  children.  The  conditions  must  be  created  that  allow  Fairhaven  teachers  to  teach 
well  and  Fairhaven  students  to  learn  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  As  the  educational  leader, 
it  is  important  to  request  that  everyone  in  Fairhaven  work  together  for  the  welfare  of  stu- 
dents. We  cannot  let  these  issues  deter  us  from  our  goal. 

With  all  this  in  mind,  we  must  nevertheless  not  lose  sight  of  our  top  priority  - the  stu- 
dents. The  financial  health  and  viability  of  the  Fairhaven  School  system  are  paramount  to 
attainment  of  the  goal  of  providing  the  best  education  for  all  of  our  children  with  highly 
motivated  and  qualified  staff  with  high  morale. 
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ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  FACILITIES 


EAST  FAIRHAVEN  SCHOOL  PROJECT 

The  East  Fairhaven  School  project  constructs  a new  East  Fairhaven  School  to  accom- 
modate 477  students  in  preschool  through  grade  5. 

In  July  2002,  the  Select  Board  appointed  the  following  Building  Committee  members: 
Christopher  Bunnell,  chair.  Superintendent  of  Schools  Dr.  Patricia  Ansay,  Dr.  Brian  Bow- 
cock,  Gerry  Lucas,  Andrew  Tillett,  and  Jeffrey  Osuch. 

In  June  2002,  Town  Meeting  and  the  voters  of  Fairhaven  approved  a Proposition  2 
override  of  $23,000,000  to  build  the  new  school.  At  the  request  of  the  Elementary  Facili- 
ties Study  Committee,  Town  Meeting  tied  the  start  of  construction  to  the  receipt  of  state 
funding  for  the  project. 

The  new  East  Fairhaven  School  has  been  designed  by  HMFH  Architects,  Inc.  of  Cam- 
bridge, MA.  Bids  were  opened  in  January  2004  outlining  a total  project  cost  of  less  than 
15  million  dollars. 

In  February  2003,  the  state  suspended  the  funding  of  the  school  building  assistance 
program.  Although  state  Education  Commissioner  David  Driscoll,  at  the  request  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Building  Committee,  placed  the  East  Fairhaven  School 
project  on  the  2003  school  building  assistance  wait  list,  no  funding  was  available  because 
the  program  had  been  suspended.  The  state  has  announced  plans  to  resume  the  program  for 
all  districts  on  the  wait  list. 

In  February  of  2004,  Town  Meeting  members  were  asked  to  allow  construction  to  begin 
immediately  by  lifting  the  restriction  tying  the  start  of  construction  to  the  receipt  of  state 
funding  for  the  project  in  order  for  construction  to  begin  in  March  2004,  and  the  new  build- 
ing ready  for  occupancy  in  September  2005.  The  motion  failed  however. 

The  East  Fairhaven  School  project  remained  on  hold  while  the  Commonwealth  com- 
pleted development  of  a new  school  building  assistance  program  and  details  of  the  pro- 
gram’s financing  were  finalized.  The  action  of  the  Legislature  in  revamping  the  school 
building  assistance  program  accelerated  the  construction/  reimbursement  timetable  for  this 
and  all  other  schools  on  the  waiting  list.  We  anticipate  re-bidding  this  project  in  2005,  with 
construction  to  start  in  either  2005  or  2006.  Fairhaven  remains  eligible  for  reimbursement 
of  67.63%  of  the  cost  to  construct  this  new  school. 
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CONCLUSION 


Despite  years  of  lean  budgets,  the  accomplishments  of  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools 
have  been  many  here.  These  accomplishments  have  occurred,  in  part,  as  a result  of  staff 
doing  more  than  their  fair  share  and  by  $2,237,687  obtained  in  grant  funding.  These  funds 
help  to  supplement  the  regular  school  budget  by  maintaining  current  services  and  pro- 
grams to  children.  Major  projects  for  the  school  department  include  progress  toward  the 
East  Fairhaven  School  Building  Project,  completing  necessary  school  building  safety- 
related  repairs,  upgrading  technology  with  Smartboard  purchases  and  training  for  each 
of  Fairhaven ’s  schools,  implementation  of  a new  financial  software  management  pack- 
age, the  purchase  of  electricity  from  a collaborative,  potential  consolidation  of  town  and 
school  department  facilities  maintenance,  maintaining  athletic,  extracurricular,  and  drama 
activities  for  students,  increased  graduation  and  attendance  rates,  improved  test  scores,  and 
recruitment  and  hiring  of  high  quality  staff  to  fill  vacancies  due  to  state  early  retirement 
legislation  for  the  2004-2005  academic  year.  Ongoing  initiatives  include  a focus  on  rais- 
ing student  achievement,  especially  in  the  area  of  mathematics  and  maintaining  student 
and  staff  safety,  and  roof  and  boiler  repairs  for  school  buildings.  Increased  enrollments 
lend  testimony  that  the  schools  are  on  the  right  track.  Communication  was  received  by 
the  State  Department  of  Education’s  Commissioner  Driscoll  commending  the  Fairhaven 
Public  Schools  for  increased  achievement  on  the  State  testing  program.  Teachers  and  stu- 
dents alike  in  Fairhaven  take  accountability  seriously. 

As  my  tenure  as  Fairhaven’s  Superintendent  of  Schools  draws  to  a close,  I must  reiter- 
ate that  the  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  has  wonderful  students,  highly  qualified,  caring, 
dedicated  knowledgeable  staff,  involved  parents  and  a supportive  community.  This  is  a 
winning  combination.  During  my  tenure  as  Superintendent,  I have  not  only  enjoyed  but 
benefited  from  the  assistance,  collaboration,  openness,  and  cooperation  of  other  town  offi- 
cials and  residents  in  our  common  goal  of  providing  a quality  education  for  the  children  of 
Fairhaven.  It  has  been  an  honor  to  serve  this  fine  community.  Thank  you  for  your  support.

Overview  of  the  School 

Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  is  a four-year  voca- 
tional / technical  high  school  for  young  men  and  women.  The  school  provides  career  and 
technical  education  as  well  as  academic  instruction  to  students  from  New  Bedford,  Dart- 
mouth and  Fairhaven.  With  roots  dating  back  to  1908,  it  opened  as  a regional  vocational 
technical  high  school  in  1977. 

As  of  October  1,  2004,  there  were  1,918  students  enrolled  in  grades  9-12.  Of  those, 
1,561  lived  in  New  Bedford,  154  lived  in  Dartmouth  and  203  lived  in  Fairhaven. 

Many  of  our  graduates  become  leaders  in  business  and  industry  in  the  region.  Many 
continue  their  education.  In  a typical  class,  over  60%  of  our  graduates  chose  to  continue 
their  education,  either  at  colleges,  universities  or  technical  schools.  Another  35-40%  of  the 
graduating  class  directly  enters  the  workforce  and  about  5%  enter  the  armed  forces. 

Accreditation.  GNB  Voc-Tech  is  an  accredited  member  of  the  New  England  Associa- 
tion of  Schools  and  Colleges,  the  regional  accrediting  body  for  secondary  schools  in  New 
England.  Faculty  members  are  certified  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education. 

Career  Majors.  GNB  Voc-Tech  offers  more  than  two  dozen  career  and  technical  educa- 
tion programs.  During  2004,  the  career  majors  included  Appliance  Repair  Technology, 
Architectural  Drafting,  Automotive  Technology,  Carpentry,  Collision  Repair  Technology, 
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Cosmetology,  Culinary  Arts,  Dental  Assistant,  Diesel  Service  Technology,  Drafting  Tech- 
nology, Early  Childhood  Education,  Electrical  Technology,  Electromechanical  Drafting, 
Engineering  Technology,  Eashion  Design,  Geodesy/  Environmental  Engineering,  Health 
Services,  HVAC/R  - Appliance  Technician,  Information  Technology,  Machine  Technol- 
ogy, Media  Technology,  Medical  Assistant,  Plumbing  and  Pipefitting,  Printing  Technology, 
Refrigeration  and  Air  Conditioning,  Residential  Remodeling  & Design,  Steam  Engineer- 
ing, Visual  Design,  and  Welding/  Sheet  Metal. 

College  Placements.  Students  who  graduate  from  GNB  Voc-Tech  can  go  on  to  college, 
and  many  do.  Students  have  been  accepted  at  a host  of  two-year  and  four-year  colleges  as 
well  as  schools  which  provide  advanced  technical  training. 

Earning  College  Credits  / Tech  Prep  Affiliations.  While  still  at  GNB  Voc-Tech,  students 
can  earn  college  credit  for  some  of  their  course  work.  We  have  Tech  Prep  agreements  with 
nearly  one  dozen  schools,  including  Bristol  Community  College,  Massasoit  Community 
College,  New  England  Tech  and  Wentworth  Institute  of  Technology,  which  enable  our  stu- 
dents to  work  toward  a college  or  technical  degree  while  at  Voc-Tech.  This  allows  students 
to  accelerate  their  degree  and  save  money. 

Extra-Curricular  Activities.  The  school  offers  a large  selection  of  extra-curricular  activi- 
ties. Students  can  join  the  Bowling  Team,  Chess  Club,  Drama  Club,  Engineering  Club, 
Environmental/  Outdoor  Club,  History  Club,  Honor  Bowl,  Internet  Club,  Karate  Club, 
Multicultural  Club,  Non-Traditional  Careers  Group,  Peer  Leadership,  Photography  Club, 
Poetry  Club,  Renaissance  Program,  Safe  School  Alliance,  Sailing  Club,  Ski  Club,  Skill- 
sUSA,  Spotlight  Program,  Student  Advisory  Committee,  Students  Against  Destructive 
Decisions  (S.A.D.D.),  Tomorrow’s  Teachers  Club,  Women  in  Technology  or  the  Yearbook 
staff.  Top  academic  achievers  join  the  National  Honor  Society. 

Sports  / Recreation  Programs.  Students  interested  in  sports  have  a wide  range  of  choices 
at  GNB  Voc-Tech.  These  offerings  include  football,  soccer,  cross-country,  winter  track, 
spring  track,  volleyball,  golf,  hockey,  basketball,  baseball,  and  softball.  Additionally, 
students  participate  in  weight  conditioning,  fall  and  winter  cheerleading  and  intramural 
sports. 


Highlights  of  the  Year  2004 

During  2004,  we  completed  the  first  major  expansion  and  renovation  project  in  the 
school’s  history.  The  Superintendent-Director  announced  plans  to  retire  and  the  School 
Committee  set  up  a process  to  find  a successor.  The  School  Committee  adopted  a new 
District  Improvement  Plan  that  won  praise  from  the  head  of  an  independent  state  agency. 
A regional  agency  granted  us  continued  accreditation.  The  School  Committee  adopted  a 
new  District  Policy  Manual.  We  received  the  largest  private  sector  donation  in  the  school’s 
history.  We  adopted  a new  program  to  improve  student  attendance.  For  the  first  time  ever, 
more  than  half  of  our  graduates  said  they  planned  to  further  their  education.  MCAS  scores 
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again  improved.  We  established  several  new  exciting  career  and  technical  education  pro- 
grams. We  had  a record  number  of  applications  and  our  freshman  class  was  the  largest  ever. 
The  school,  students  and  staff  received  many  awards  and  accolades.  Students  won  medals 
in  regional,  statewide  and  national  SkillsUSA  competitions.  Students  took  part  in  several 
major  off-campus  construction  projects. 

Construction  Project  Completed 

On  October  16,  2004,  Greater  New  Bedford  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School 
celebrated  the  completion  of  the  first  major  expansion  and  renovation  project  in  its  his- 
tory. 

At  a brief  noontime  ceremony,  officials  unveiled  a bronze  plaque  acknowledging  those 
who  helped  on  the  $22  million  construction  project.  Among  those  who  spoke  at  the  event 
was  Senator  Mark  C.  W.  Montigny  (D-  New  Bedford).  Senator  Montigny  is  a 1979  gradu- 
ate of  GNB  Voc-Tech. 

Also  speaking  were  School  Committee  Chair  Randall  C.  Durrigan  of  Fairhaven,  School 
Building  Committee  Chair.  Arthur  H.  Bennett  of  New  Bedford,  and  Superintendent-  Direc- 
tor Jeffrey  E.  Riley. 

We  did  this  entire  $22  million  project  on  time.  We  did  it  within  budget.  And  we  did  it 
without  raising  local  taxes. 

The  project  included  the  construction  of  a three-story  academic  tower,  with  more  class- 
rooms and  laboratories.  The  project  created  or  expanded  space  for  several  career  and  tech- 
nical programs,  including  Early  Childhood  Education,  Culinary  Arts,  Dental  Assistant, 
Diesel  Service  Technology,  Engineering  Technology,  Geodesy/  Environmental  Engineer- 
ing, and  Plumbing  & Pipe  Fitting. 

It  also  provided  a new  school  roof,  a new  heating  and  cooling  system,  new  windows, 
auditorium  renovations,  new  artificial  turf  softball  and  football  fields,  and  new  natural 
grass  baseball  and  soccer  fields. 

GNB  Voc-Tech  was  opened  as  a regional  school  in  1977. 

Bacon  Construction  Co.  served  as  general  contractor  for  the  school’s  $22  million  expan- 
sion and  renovation  project.

BUILDING  - Any  structure,  whether  portable  or  fixed,  having  a roof  supported  by 
columns  or  walls  and  intended  for  the  shelter,  housing,  or  enclosure  of  any  individual, 
animal,  process,  equipment,  goods,  or  materials  of  any  kind,  including,  but  not  be  limited 
to,  principal  buildings,  garages,  sheds,  porches,  decks,  stairways,  chimneys,  bulkheads.

purposes. 


BUILDING  COVERAGE  - That  percentage  of  the  lot  covered  by  the  horizontal  projec- 
tion of  the  largest  single  floor  area  of  the  principle  building  plus  all  accessory  buildings. 

BUILDING  COVERAGE  - The  percentage  of  the  horizontal  area  of  a lot  mea- 
sured from  the  exterior  surface  of  the  exterior  walls  of  the  ground  floor  of  all  build- 
ings and  proposed  principal  and  accessory  buildings. 

LOT  COVERAGE  - The  percentage  of  the  horizontal  area  of  a lot,  which  is  cov-  | 
cred  or  proposed  to  be  covered,  by  impgryfous  materials  (for  example,  concrete,  bitu-  | 
minous  ^sph^u,  oil  ^nd  stpng  and  the  likg),  including  but  not  timitgd  to  btiildingSi  | 
driveways,  parking  areas,  walkways,  tennis  courts,  swimming  pools  (above  or  below  : 
ground),  hot  tubs,  uncovered  patios,  freestanding  decks  not  used  for  access  and  egress  ; 
to  a building  or  other  similar  surfaces,  but  not  including  materials  naturally  occur- 
ring on  site  (for  example,,  pre  existing  stone  or  ledge)  and  not  include  living  plant  ; 
materials.  All  surfaces  constructed  of  permeable  materials  (for  example,  gravel,  pea-  | 
stone  and  the  like)  shall  be  excluded  from  the  calculation  of  lot  coverage.  ! 

ARTICLE  15  - AMENDMENT  TO  ZONING  BY  LAWS 

Voted  unanimously  to  amend  the  zoning  bylaw  regarding  the  threshold  limit  at  which 
certain  uses  must  apply  for  a special  permit  from  ten  to  five  parking  spaces  As  proposed, 
the  additions  are  indicated  in  text  that  is  (bold  and  underlined).  The  deletions  are  indicated 
in  strikethroughs  (aaaa)  and  are  as  follows: 

198-15.  Use  Regulations 

C.  Where  any  proposed  use,  or  expansion  of  a use  otherwise  permitted  [Y]  or  j 
authorized  [A]  in  an  Apartment/Multifamily  [RC],  Park  [P],  Wetland  Resource  j 
Protection  District  [WRP],  Business  [B],  or  Industrial  [I]  District  results  in  a 
requirement  of  a total  of  ten  (10)  five  (5)  or  more  parking  spaces  for  the  previ- 
ously existing  and  new  demand  combined  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
198-27  of  this  chapter,  such  use  shall  be  deemed  authorized  by  special  permit 
granted  by  the  Planning  Board  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  198-29  of 
this  chapter  upon  review  by  the  Planning  Board  of  the  site  development  plan. 

In  all  other  cases  not  otherwise  specified  by  this  chapter,  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  shall  be  the  special  permit  granting  authority. 

The  provisions  of  Section  198-29  shall  apply  to  a change  of  use,  to  new  con- 
struction and  to  the  expansion  of  the  gross  floor  area  of  a building  existing 
before  January  1,  1998  in  the  Mixed  Use  (MU)  District  as  provided  in  Section 
198-27  B (5)  (4).  The  Planning  Board  shall  be  the  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority  for  all  special  permits  in  the  Mixed  Use  District. 
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198-27  Parking,  Loading,  and  Landscaping  Requirements 

A.  Parking  Requirements 

3.  In  applying  for  building  or  occupancy  permits,  the  applicant(s)  must 
demonstrate  via  a site  plan  drawn  to  scale  that  minimum  parking  require- 
ments set  forth  in  Subsection  B will  be  met.  In  the  Apartment/Multi- 
Family  (RC),  Park  (P),  Wetland  Resource  Protection  District  (WRP), 
Business  (B),  Mixed  Use  (MU),  or  Industrial  (I)  Districts,  a special 
permit  from  the  Planning  Board  pursuant  to  Section  198-29  will  be  nec- 
essary for  the  following: 

(a)  new  construction  that  would  require  a total  of  ten  (10)  five  (5)  or 
more  parking  spaces  counting  existing  and  new  demand; 

(b)  addition(s)  or  enlargement(s)  that  would  require  a total  of  ten 
(10)  five  (5)  or  more  parking  spaces  counting  existing  and  new 
demand; 

(c)  a change  of  use(s)  or  renovation(s)  that  would  require  the  addition 
of  new  parking  space(s).  If  the  existing  parking  spaces  can  meet 
the  new  demand  based  on  the  change  of  use(s)  or  renovation(s) 
then  no  special  permit  is  required; 

(d)  re-striping  of  a parking  lot  of  ten  ( 10)  five  (5)  or  more  spaces  that 
changes  the  existing  site  circulation,  and/or  number  of  parking 
spaces. 

198-29  Special  permits  for  certain  intensive  nonresidential  and  multifamily  site 
developments 

A.  Planning  Board  (SPGA).  The  Fairhaven  Planning  Board  is  hereby  designated 
as  the  special  permit  granting  authority  (SPGA),  for  the  development  of  all 
sites  in  the  Apartment/Multi-Family  (RC),  Park  (P),  Wetland  Resource  Protec- 
tion District  (WRP),  Business  (B),  Mixed  Use  (MU),  or  Industrial  (I)  Districts, 
which  propose  the  following  to  be  provided  for  under  the  requirements  of  Sec- 
tion 198-27  Parking,  Loading,  and  Landscaping: 

a.  new  construction  that  would  require  a total  of  ten  (10)  five  (5)  or  more 
parking  spaces  counting  existing  and  new  demand; 

(b)  addition(s)  or  enlargement(s)  that  would  require  a total  of  ten  (10)  five 
(5)  or  more  parking  spaces  counting  existing  and  new  demand; 

(c)  a change  of  use(s)  or  renovation(s)  that  would  require  the  addition  of 
new  parking  space(s).  If  the  existing  parking  spaces  can  meet  the  new 
demand  based  on  the  change  of  use(s)  or  renovation(s)  then  no  special 
permit  is  required; 

(d)  re-striping  of  a parking  lot  of  ten  (10)  five  (5)  or  more  spaces  that  changes 
the  existing  site  circulation,  and/or  number  of  parking  spaces. 
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ARTICLE  16  - AMENDMENT  TO  ZONING  BY  LAWS 

Voted  unanimously,  as  amended,  to  amend  the  zoning  by  law  to  clarify  the  dimensional 
restrictions  which  apply  to  accessory  structures  and  uses.  As  proposed,  the  additions  are 
indicated  in  text  that  is  (bold  and  underlined).  The  deletions  are  indicated  in  striketh- 
roughs (aaaa)  and  are  as  follows: 

198-22  Accessory  Buildings  and  Uses 

Buildings  and  uses,  which  are  customarily  incidental  and  subordinate  to  the  uses 
allowed  as  permitted  uses  in  any  zone  are  allowed  as  accessory  buildings  and  uses,  except 
as  expressly  restricted  or  prohibited  in  this  by-law.  Accessory  buildings  and  uses  are  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Ai Accessory  buildings  and  uses  must  comply  with  the  following  provisions; 

L No  accessory  building  or  use  shall  have  more  than  7Q0  square  feet  of 

floor  area; 

L No  accessory  building  or  wse  shall  exceed  2Q  feet  in  height,  or  be 

higher  than  the  principle  huildingr  whichever  is  lower; 

i No  accessory  building  or  use  shall  be  allowed  in  a required  front 

yard  or  in  the  area  between  two  lines  drawn  from  the  principle 
structure  at  its  widest  point  to  the  lot  frontage,  and  perpendicular  to 
the  frontage  line  of  the  tot,  except  that  permitted  signs  or  roadside 
Stands  may  he  locat.ed  witbln  a requirgd  front  yard  area; 

4, No  accessory  bpilding  or  use  shall  be  closer  than  five  (5.)  feet  to  any 

lot  line  and  shall  not  be  bwilt  over  an  easement; 

£ Accessory  buildings  shall  be  built  in  accordance  with  building 

codes; 

6. These  provisions  regarding  accessory  buildings  shall  not  apply  to 

barns  or  other  agricultural  structures  that  are  used  for  agricultural 

purposes  exempt  under  MiG.L,  Chapter  4QA,  Section  3; 


A: Accessory  structures  may  not  be  placed  within  required  yards,  except  that  per- 

mitted signs  or  roadside  stands  maybe  located  within  a required  front  yard 
area  and  a permitted  one  story  accessory  structure  may  be  located  within--a 
required  rear  or  side  yard,  provided  that  it  is  not  iocated  within  five  (5)  feet  of 
a property  line  or  within  any  portion  of  the  required  front  yard. 

B.  Structures  for  the  keeping  of  animals.  A structure,  including  an  open  pen  or 
other  enclosure  designed,  intended  or  used  for  the  shelter  or  enclosure  of  one 
(1)  or  more  animals,  except  where  such  structure  is  an  allowed  principal  build- 
ing, shall  not  be  allowed  except  as  follows: 

1 . It  shall  be  located  only  in  a rear  yard  and  shall  be  no  closer  to  any  bound- 
ary line  constituting  frontage  than  the  most  distant  point  of  the  principal 
building  from  that  boundary  line. 
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2. 


It  shall  be  located  no  closer  than  five  (5)  feet  from  any  property  line  and 
twenty  (20)  feet  from  any  dwelling  or  occupied  structure. 

3.  It  shall  be  constructed  only  upon  application  for  a permit  showing  receipt 
of  any  necessary  permission  for  the  keeping  of  such  animals  from  all 
applicable  regulatory  agencies. 

G: Accessory  use.  Customary  accessory  uses  arc  permitted  except  as  specifically 

restrictcd  ift Article  II  or  elsewhere.  Uses  shall  not  be  considered  accessory  if 
they  occupy  more  than  thirty  percent  (30%)  of  the  floor  area  or  more  than  fifty 
percent  (50%)  of  the  land  area  on  any  lot. 

Activities  necessary  in  connection  with  scientific  research,  scientific  develop- 
ment or  related  production  shall  be  permitted  as  an  accessory  use  by  special 
permit  in  any  district,  provided  the  special  permit  granting  authority  finds  it 
does  not  substantially  derogate  from  the  public  good. 

ED.  Swimming  Pools 

1 . Swimming  pools  are  a permitted  accessory  use.  If  having  a depth  of  four 
(4)  feet  or  more  and  a capacity  of  four  hundred  (400)  cubic  feet  or  more, 
they  are  considered  structures  and  must  comply  with  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Health  regarding  minimum  standards  for  residential  swimming 
pools.© 

2.  Every  outdoor  swimming  pool  considered  to  be  a structure  whether  or 
not  filled  with  water  shall  be  completely  surrounded  at  all  times  by  a 
fence  or  wall  not  less  than  four  (4)  feet  in  height  above  grade,  which  wall 
may  be  pool  wall  itself. 

3.  Every  such  fence  or  wall  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  not  have  open- 
ings, holes  or  gaps  larger  than  four  (4)  inches  in  any  diameter,  except 
for  doors,  gates  and  picket  fences;  in  the  latter  case,  however,  the  gaps 
between  pickets  shall  not  exceed  four  (4)  inches.  All  primary  enclo- 
sures shall  be  constructed  of  either  a four-inch  chain  link  fence  or  a solid 
stockade  fence. 

4.  All  gates  or  doors  opening  through  such  enclosures  shall  be  of  not  less 
than  four  (4)  feet  in  height  and  shall  be  equipped  with  a self  closing  and 
self  latching  device  located  at  least  four  (4)  feet  above  the  underlying 
ground  and  inaccessible  from  the  outside  to  small  children.  Every  such 
gate  or  door  shall  be  kept  latched  at  all  times  when  the  swimming  pool  is 
not  in  use  and  any  ladders  removed. 

5.  All  swimming  pools  erected  after  adoption  of  these  provisions  must 
comply  with  them  at  the  time  of  erection,  and  all  existing  swimming 
pools  must  comply  not  later  than  July  1,  1972,  section  198-21  notwith- 
standing.

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ARTICLE  17  - AMENDMENT  TO  TOWN  BY  LAWS 

Voted  unanimously  to  adopt  a bylaw  providing  as  follows:  a.)  Purpose:  The  purpose 
of  this  by-law  is  to  allow  the  Town  to  retain  counsel  who  may  also  represent  other  towns  in 
the  formation  and  operation  of  a district  of  which  the  Town  is  or  may  be  a member  without 
violating  G.  L.  c.  268A  § 17(a)  and  (c).  Such  dual  representation  allows  the  Town  to  pool 
resources  for  a common  purpose  and  preserve  scarce  Town  funds,  b.)  Scope:  Pursuant 
to  this  by-law,  the  official  duties  of  the  town  counsel  include  representing  the  current  or 
prospective  member  towns  in  the  formation  and  operation  of  a district  of  which  the  Town 
is  or  may  be  a member,  provided  that  the  interests  of  the  Town  would  be  advanced  by  such 
dual  representation  and  provided  that  such  dual  representation  would  not  cause  a violation 
of  rules  governing  attorney  conduct.  Town  counsel  shall  discharge  such  duties  only  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  shall  determine  whether  the  dual  repre- 
sentation advances  the  interests  of  the  Town  and  conforms  to  law. 

ARTICLE  18  - AMENDMENT  TO  TOWN  BY  LAWS

ARTICLE  19  - AMENDMENT  TO  TOWN  BY  LAWS 

Voted  unanimously  to  amend  the  Town  Code  by  inserting  the  following  chapter: 

Chapter  82 
ALARMS 

82-1  Definitions 

Alarm  - a signaling  device  of  any  description  that,  if  activated,  is  reasonably  calculated 
to  summons  the  police  department,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  so  called  “burglar  alarms”, 
“holdup  alarms”  and  “panic  alarms”.  Motor  vehicle  alarms,  fire  alarms,  and  alarms  on 
governmental  buildings  shall  be  exempt  from  this  by  law. 

False  Alarm  - Activation  of  an  alarm  resulting  in  a response  by  the  police  department 
where  there  is  no  actual  or  threatened  criminal  activity  or  harm  to  a person  or  property. 
False  alarms  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  an  alarm  activated  through  mechanical  failure, 
malfunction,  improper  installation,  negligence  or  human  error.  Activation  of  an  alarm  shall 
not  be  considered  a False  Alarm  when  it  is  caused  by  a power  outage,  earthquake,  damage 
to  a building  or  severe  weather  conditions. 

82-2  Records 

Whenever  an  alarm  is  activated  by  whatever  means  with  the  result  that  there  is  a response 
to  the  location  of  the  alarm  by  the  police  department,  a record  of  the  alarm  shall  be  made 
and  kept  by  the  police  department,  and  notice  shall  be  posted  at  the  property.  If  such  alarm 
is  a False  Alarm,  the  notice  shall  specify. 
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82-3  False  Alarms  / Service  Fees 


It  shall  be  unlawful  for  an  alarm  to  be  falsely  activated  more  than  three  (3)  times  in 
a calendar  year.  Beginning  with  the  fourth  False  Alarm  in  a calendar  year,  the  owner  or 
person  in  control  of  such  premises  shall  pay  a service  fee  of  $25.00  per  occurrence  to 
the  Fairhaven  Police  Department.  Starting  with  the  fifth  (5th)  False  Alarm  and  up  to  and 
including  the  ninth  (9th)  False  Alarm  in  a calendar  year,  the  owner  or  person  in  control 
of  such  premises  shall  pay  a service  fee  of  $50.00  per  occurrence.  Starting  with  the  tenth 
(10th)  False  Alarm  in  a calendar  year,  the  service  fee  shall  be  $100.00  per  occurrence. 
Notice  of  such  service  fee  shall  be  posted  at  the  premises  or  mailed  to  the  owner  or  person 
in  control  of  such  premises.  The  service  fee  shall  be  paid  to  the  Fairhaven  Police  Depart- 
ment within  30  days  of  notice.  After  30  days,  interest  shall  accrue  at  the  maximum  statu- 
tory rate  as  provided  for  in  G.L.  c.  40  §2 IE  and  G.L.  c.  59  §57. 

82-4  Automatic  Shut  Off  Devices/Service  Fees 

Any  audible  alarm  installed  after  April  1,  2003  shall  be  equipped  with  an  automatic 
shut  off  device  that  shall  shut  off  the  audible  component  of  the  alarm  within  30  minutes 
of  activation.  In  the  event  of  a response  by  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department  to  an  alarm 
in  violation  of  this  provision,  the  owner  or  person  in  control  of  such  premises  shall  pay  a 
service  fee  of  $50.00  to  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department.  Notice  of  such  violation  and 
service  fee  shall  be  posted  at  the  premises  or  mailed  to  the  owner  or  person  in  control  of 
such  premises,  and,  if  the  violation  is  not  corrected  within  30  days  of  said  notice,  each  day 
thereafter  shall  be  deemed  a separate  violation,  until  brought  into  compliance.  The  service 
fee  shall  be  paid  to  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department  within  30  days  of  notice.  After  30 
days,  interest  shall  accrue  at  the  maximum  statutory  rate  as  provided  for  in  G.L.  c.  40  §2 IE 
and  G.L.  c.  59  §57. 


82-5  Recorder  Messages/Service  Fees 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  install,  allow  to  install,  or  use  any  alarm  system  that  notifies  the 
police  communications  center  of  an  alarm  activation  by  use  of  a recorded  message.  In  the 
event  of  a response  by  the  Fairhaven  Police  Department  to  an  alarm  in  violation  of  this  pro- 
vision, the  owner  or  person  in  control  of  such  premises  shall  pay  a service  fee  of  $50.00  to 
the  Fairhaven  Police  Department.  Notice  of  such  violation  and  service  fee  shall  be  posted 
at  the  premises  or  mailed  to  the  owner  or  person  in  control  of  such  premises,  and,  if  the 
violation  is  not  corrected  within  30  days  of  said  notice,  each  day  thereafter  shall  be  deemed 
a separate  violation,  until  brought  into  compliance.  The  service  fee  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Fairhaven  Police  Department  within  30  days  of  notice.  After  30  days,  interest  shall  accrue 
at  the  maximum  statutory  rate  as  provided  for  in  G.L.  c.  40  §2 IE  and  G.L.  c.  59  §57. 
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ARTICLE  20  - AMENDMENT  TO  TOWN  BY  LAWS 

Voted  unanimously  to  strike  Chapter  83  (Alcoholic  Beverages)  of  the  Town  Code  in  its 
entirety,  and  insert  in  its  place  the  following: 

S.  83-1.  Public  Consumption 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  consume  or  possess  an  open  container  of  alcoholic 
beverage  on  any  public  way  or  any  way  in  which  the  public  has  right  of  access  or  on  any 
sidewalk  appurtenant  thereto,  and  from  one-half  hour  after  sunset  to  one-half  hour  before 
sunrise,  on  or  within  any  park  or  public  beach  within  the  Town  of  Fairhaven. 

s.  83-2.  Violations  and  Penalties  / Non-Criminal  Disposition 

Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  subject  to  a fine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100).  Any  Fairhaven  Police  Officer  taking  cognizance  of  a violation 
of  this  by  law  may  enforce  this  by  law  through  non-criminal  disposition  pursuant  to  Mas- 
sachusetts General  Laws  c.  40  §2 ID  and  §1-6  (Non-Criminal  Disposition)  of  this  Code. 

s.  83-3  Exception 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  licensing 
authority  may  grant  a temporary  permit  for  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  any 
public  place  subject  to  terms  and  conditions  set  by  the  Board. 

s.  83-4  Definitions 

For  purposes  of  this  chapter: 

“alcoholic  beverage”  is  defined  as  any  liquid  intended  for  human  consumption  as  a 
beverage  and  containing  one  half  of  one  percent  (1/2  of  1%)  or  more  of  alcohol  by  volume 
at  sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

“open  container”  is  defined  as  any  bottle,  can  or  other  receptacle  used  to  contain  an 
alcoholic  beverage  that  has  the  cap,  lid  or  cork  removed  or  otherwise  is  opened  in  a manner 
so  that  the  contents  can  be  poured  or  consumed. 

ARTICLE  21  - AMENDMENT  TO  TOWN  BY  LAWS 

Voted  unanimously,  as  amended  to  amend  Section  1-6  of  the  Town  Code  and  adding  the 
following  provisions: 

2.  (7)  Alcoholic  Beverages  (Chapter  83) 

(a)  Enforcing  person:  Police  Officer,  or  his  designated  agents 

(b)  Fine:  $100.(X)  per  offense. 

ARTICLE  22  - EAST  FAIRHAVEN  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

VOTED  UNANIMOUSLY,  AS  AMENDED,  TO  AMEND  THE  VOTE  PASSED  ON 
JUNE  8,  2002  UNDER  ARTICLE  35  OF  THE  WARRANT  FOR  THE  2002  ANNUAL 
TOWN  MEETING  BY  (I)  REDUCING  THE  AMOUNT  OF  THE  APPROPRIATION 
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AND  BORROWING  AUTHORIZED  THEREUNDER  TO  $13,600,000.00,  (II)  ELIMI- 
NATING THE  CONTINGENCY  THAT  NO  DEBT  MAY  BE  INCURRED  UNDER  THE 
VOTE,  EXCEPT  FOR  UP  TO  $1,500,000.  FOR  PLANNING  AND  OTHER  PRELIMI- 
NARY EXPENSES,  UNTIL  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  APPROVES  A 
SCHOOL  FACILITIES  OR  OTHER  SIMILAR  GRANT  FOR  THE  PROJECT  AND  (III) 
REFLECTING  THE  FACT  THAT  A PROPOSITION  2 1/2  DEBT  EXEMPTION  VOTE 
WAS  PASSED  WITH  RESPECT  TO  THE  PROJECT  AND  BORROWING  SO  THAT 
SAID  VOTE  AS  HEREBY  AMENDED  SHALL  READ  AS  FOLLOWS: 

“THAT  $13,600,000.  SHALL  BE  APPROPRIATED  FOR  CONSTRUCTING,  EQUIP- 
PING AND  FURNISHING  A NEW  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  INCLUDING  PLAN- 
NING AND  OTHER  PRELIMINARY  EXPENSES,  RELATED  SITE  IMPROVEMENTS 
AND  RELATED  DEMOLITION  COSTS,  THAT  TO  MEET  THIS  APPROPRIATION, 
THE  TREASURER  WITH  THE  APPROVAL  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  IS 
AUTHORIZED  TO  BORROW  $ 1 3,600,000.  UNDER  CHAPTER  44  OF  THE  GENERAL 
LAWS  OR  CHAPTER  70B  OF  THE  GENERAL  LAWS  OR  ANY  OTHER  ENABLING 
AUTHORITY;  AND  THAT  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  IS  AUTHORIZED  TO 
TAKE  ANY  OTHER  ACTION  NECESSARY  TO  CARRY  OUT  THIS  PROJECT;  THE 
TOWN  HAVING  VOTED  TO  EXEMPT  FROM  THE  LIMITATION  ON  TOTAL  TAXES 
IMPOSED  BY  G.L.  CHAPTER  59,  SECTION  21  C (PROPOSITION  2 1/2)  AMOUNTS 
REQUIRED  TO  PAY  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  AND  INTEREST  ON  THE  BORROWING 
AUTHORIZED  BY  THIS  VOTE.” 

PROVIDED,  HOWEVER,  THAT,  IN  ORDER  TO  CONFIRM  THAT  THE  TOWN 
WANTS  TO  CONTINUE  TO  EXEMPT  THE  AMOUNTS  REQUIRED  TO  PAY  DEBT 
SERVICE  ON  THIS  BORROWING  FROM  THE  TAX  LIMITS  OF  PROPOSITION  2 1/2

6 198-29.5  - Wind  Energy  Facilities 

A.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  encourage  the  use  of  wind  energy  and 
to  minimize  the  impacts  of  wind  turbines  on  the  character  of  neighborhoods, 
on  property  values,  on  the  scenic,  historic,  and  environmental  resources  of  the 
Town;  and  to  protect  health  and  safety,  while  allowing  wind  energy  technolo- 
gies to  be  utilized. 

B.  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority.  The  Planning  Board  shall  be  the  special 
permit  granting  authority  (SPGA)  for  commercial  wind  facilities. 

C.  Application  for  Special  Permit.  The  following  information  must  be  submitted 
for  an  application  to  be  considered  complete: 

(1)  A locus  plan  at  a scale  of  1”  = 200’  which  shall  show  all  property  lines, 
the  exact  location  of  the  proposed  structure(s),  street  landscape  features, 
dwellings  and  other  structures  within  one-hundred  (100)  feet  of  the  prop- 
erty line. 
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(2)  A color  photograph  or  rendition  of  the  wind  facility.  A rendition  shall 
also  be  prepared  illustrating  a view  of  the  wind  facility  from  the  nearest 
street  or  streets  in  all  directions. 

(3)  The  following  information  must  be  prepared  and  signed  by  a registered 
professional  engineer: 

[a]  A description  of  the  wind  facility  and  the  technical,  economic  and 
other  reasons  for  the  proposed  location,  height  and  design. 

[b]  Confirmation  that  the  wind  facility  complies  with  all  applicable 
Federal  and  State  standards. 

[c]  If  applicable,  a written  statement  that  the  proposed  wind  facility 
complies  with,  or  is  exempt  from  applicable  regulations  admin- 
istered by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FAA),  Massachu- 
setts Aeronautics  Commission  and  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health. 

D.  Design  Standards.  Unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  this  section  of  the 

bylaw  all  requirements  of  the  underlying  zoning  district  shall  apply  and  in 

addition  the  following  design  standards  shall  apply: 

(1)  A commercial  and  municipal  wind  facility  shall  be  located  on  a parcel 
of  land  that  contains  a minimum  of  ten  (10)  acres.  The  SPG  A may  allow 
more  than  one  wind  turbine  if  a determination  is  made  that  the  location 
is  favorable  to  the  clustering  of  wind  turbines. 

(2)  Accessory  structures  housing  support  equipment  shall  be  screened  from 
the  view  of  persons  not  on  the  parcel. 

(3)  Fencing  shall  be  provided  to  control  access  to  the  site  of  the  wind  facility 
and  accessory  structures. 

(4)  Signs.  There  shall  be  no  signs,  except  announcement  signs,  no  trespass- 
ing signs  or  any  signs  required  to  warn  of  danger.  A sign  is  required  that 
identifies  the  owner  and  operator  with  an  emergency  telephone  number 
where  the  owner  and  operator  can  be  reached  on  a twenty-four  hour 
basis. 

(5)  All  utility  connections  from  the  wind  facility  site  shall  be  underground 
except  to  the  extent  that  underground  utilities  are  not  feasible  in  the  rea- 
sonable determination  of  the  SPGA. 

(6)  Clearing  of  natural  vegetation  shall  be  limited  to  that  which  is  necessary 
for  the  construction,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  wind  facility. 

(7)  Night  lighting  shall  be  prohibited  unless  required  by  state  or  federal  law 
and  shall  be  the  minimum  necessary. 

(8)  The  wind  facility  shall  be  set  back  no  less  than  a distance  equal  to  the 
overall  height  of  the  wind  turbine  from  the  nearest  existing  residential 
or  commercial  structure  and  shall  be  a minimum  of  100  feet  from  any 
property  line.  For  purposes  of  calculating  the  overall  height  of  a wind 
turbine,  the  total  height  shall  be  measured  from  the  average  natural  grade 
within  the  footprint  of  the  supporting  structure,  to  the  uppermost  exten- 
sion of  any  blade  or  other  part  of  the  wind  turbine. 
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(9)  Wind  facilities  shall  have  a maximum  height  of  350-feet,  as  measured 
from  the  natural  grade  to  the  top  of  the  hub  where  the  rotor  attaches.. 

(10)  There  shall  be  a minimum  of  one  parking  space  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  the  maintenance  of  the  wind  facility  and  the  site;  however,  it  shall 
not  to  be  used  for  the  permanent  storage  of  vehicles. 

(11)  Wind  facilities  shall  be  painted  a neutral,  non-reflective  color  designed 
to  blend  with  the  surrounding  environment. 

(12)  Noise.  Except  during  short-term  events  such  as  high  windstorms  or  util- 
ity outages,  noise  from  the  proposed  wind  turbine  shall  not  exceed  60 
dBA  as  measured  from  the  nearest  property  line.  This  standard  may  be 
met  through  a 600-foot  setback  from  the  nearest  property  line  and  other- 
wise must  be  demonstrated  by  the  applicant  through  scientific  analysis  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  SPGA. 

(13)  Removal.  The  owner,  his  successors  in  interest  shall  remove  any  wind 
facility  the  use  of  which  has  been  discontinued.  At  the  time  of  removal, 
the  wind  facility  site  shall  be  restored  to  its  natural  state  or  to  any  other 
legally  authorized  use.  All  wind  turbines  and  appurtenant  structures  shall 
also  be  removed.  The  SPGA  shall  require  that  a bond,  escrow  account  or 
other  suitable  surety  be  established  to  ensure  adequate  funds  are  avail- 
able for  removal.  Municipal  wind  facilities  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
surety  requirement. 

(14)  Communications.  A wind  turbine  may  be  used  as  a communication  struc- 
ture, subject  to  the  requirements  of  198-29.1  herein. 

E.  Criteria  for  review  and  approval 

(1)  A special  permit  shall  be  granted  under  this  section  if  the  SPGA  finds  in 
writing  that  each  of  the  design  standards  set  forth  above  have  been  met 
and  that  the  location  of  the  wind  facility  is  suitable  and  that  the  size, 
height  and  design  are  the  minimum  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

(2)  The  SPGA  shall  also  impose,  in  addition  to  any  applicable  conditions 
specified  in  this  section  such  conditions  as  it  finds  reasonably  appropri- 
ate to  safeguard  the  neighborhood  or  otherwise  serve  the  purposes  of 
this  section,  including,  but  not  limited  to:  screening,  lighting,  fences, 
modification  of  the  exterior  appearance  of  the  structures,  limitation  upon 
size,  method  of  access  or  traffic  features,  parking,  removal  upon  cessa- 
tion of  use  or  other  requirements.  Such  conditions  shall  be  imposed  in 
writing  and  the  applicant  may  be  required  to  post  bond  or  other  surety  for 
compliance  with  said  conditions  in  an  amount  satisfactory  to  the  SPGA. 

(3)  The  special  permit  shall  lapse  if  substantial  use  or  construction  has  not 
commenced  within  two  years  of  the  date  of  issuance,  except  for  good 
cause  shown  (including  but  not  limited  to  appeals  of  the  grant  of  the  spe- 
cial permit  or  litigation  enjoining  the  construction  under  the  permit),  and 
provided  further  that  such  construction,  once  begun,  shall  be  actively 
and  continuously  pursued  to  completion  within  a reasonable  time. 
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(4)  The  SPGA  may  require  the  proponent  to  provide  or  pay  for  profes- 
sional services  to  evaluate  the  proposal  to  determine  the  flexibility  of 
geographic  location,  to  analyze  the  loading  capacities  of  the  proposed 
structures,  and  to  review  camouflage  and  screening  techniques. 

F.  Non-commercial  wind  facilities. 

(1)  Non-commercial  wind  facilities  shall  be  allowed  up  to  the  maximum 
structural  height  allowed  in  the  zoning  district  in  which  it  is  located  and 
may  exceed  the  maximum  structural  height  by  special  permit  issued  by 
the  Planning  Board  upon  a finding  that  the  height  of  the  proposed  struc- 
ture does  not  derogate  from  the  purpose  of  this  section  as  set  forth  in  A., 
above. 

(2)  Non-commercial  wind  facilities  shall  be  located  no  closer  than  one-half 
the  overall  height  of  the  uppermost  extension  of  any  blade  or  other  part 
of  the  wind  turbine  from  the  nearest  non-accessory  structure  provided 
that  no  setback  shall  be  required  from  building  or  buildings  which  are  on 
the  same  parcel  and  which  are  served  by  the  wind  facility. 

198.33  - Definitions  and  word  use 

WIND  FACILITY  - All  equipment,  machinery  and  structures  utilized  in  connection 
with  wind-generated  energy  production  and  generation,  including  related  transmission, 
distribution,  collection,  storage  or  supply  systems  whether  underground,  on  the  surface, 
or  overhead  and  other  equipment  or  byproducts  in  connection  therewith  and  the  sale  of 
the  energy  produced  thereby,  including  but  not  limited  to,  wind  turbine  (rotor,  electrical 
generator  and  tower),  anemometers  (wind  measuring  equipment),  transformers,  substation, 
power  lines,  control  and  maintenance  facilities,  site  access  and  service  roads. 

WIND  FACILITY,  COMMERCIAL  - A wind  facility,  which  is  designed  to  supply  less 
than  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  its  electrical  output  for  use  on  site. 

WIND  FACILITY,  MUNICIPAL  - A wind  facility  located  on  town  owned  property 
which  is  designed  to  provide  at  least  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  its  electrical  output,  or  of  the 
value  thereof,  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  the  town  and  without  regard  to  the  ownership  of  the 
structure  or  equipment. 

WIND  FACILITY,  NON-COMMERCIAL  - A wind  facility,  which  is  designed  and  pro- 
vides fifty  percent  (50%)  or  more  of  its  electrical  output  for  use  on  site. 

ARTICLE  12  - SETTLEMENT  OF  CLAIM

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ARTICLE  13  - BY-LAW  AMENDMENT 

Voted  unanimously  to  enact  the  following  by-law  relating  to  electronic  or  video  card 
games  entitled  “Chapter  150,  Section  12;  Electronic  and  Video  Card  Games”: 

“B150-12  Electronic  or  Video  Card  Games 

(a)  Electronic  or  Video  Card  Games 

No  person  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  operate  or  suffer  to  be  operated,  in  any  prem- 
ises open  to  the  public  owned  or  leased  by  him,  or  subject  to  his  control,  any  electronic  or 
video  poker  or  other  electronic  or  video  card  game. 

(b)  Fines  and  Enforcement 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  subject  to  a fine  of 
One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00).  Such  fines  shall  inure  to  the  Town.  Any  Fairhaven  Police 
Officer  taking  cognizance  of  a violation  of  this  by-law  may  enforce  this  by-law  through 
non-criminal  disposition  in  accordance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws  c.  40  21 D and 
1-6  of  the  Town  Code. 

A violation  of  this  section  occurring  in  an  establishment  licensed  for  retail  of  any  alco- 
holic beverage  shall  subject  the  licensee  to  sanctions  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 

(c)  Severability 

If  any  provision  of  this  by-law  is  declared  invalid  and  unenforceable,  the  other  provi- 
sions shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect. 

(d)  Effective  Date 

This  by-law  shall  become  effective  on  July  1,  2004.”
